The spring season has arrived, and with it comes a renewed sense of hope, optimism, and opportunity. 


Our Central States auction is a perennial favorite, and this particular sale is filled with an array of rarities. 
We open with a special session of Brazilian coins, which includes two notable collections. From there, 

we will hold a Platinum Night session—the first of its kind to be offered in conjunction with this sale—with 
numerous high-end, sought-after rarities. Finally, the sale will conclude with our Signature Internet session 
which encompasses a wide selection of ancient and world coins. 


The Brazilian session, featuring the Vila Rica and Pernambucana Collections, Is filled with conditional 
rarities that cover a wide spectrum of coinage, from the early colonial period to the 20th-century Republic, 
many of which are important types that rarely come to market. Among the earliest issues in this session is 
a fully uncirculated 1645 Pernambuco Klippe 12 Guilders--the largest denomination of this popular colonial 
series, as well as the first example of the denomination that we have offered for the date. A key date of 
Pedro Il’s 960 Reis series, the 1834/8, boasts a small mintage of just 154 pieces, with no other certified 
survivors as fine as the MS61-graded representative offered herein. An 1816 Bahia-minted 640 Reis serves 
as another important highlight, representing only the third example of this extremely scarce issue to come 
to market in decades. 


Among the ancient coins in this sale are numerous highlights--from a Syracuse decadrachm, to an entire 
set of the 12 Caesars in gold, with a selection of gold coins that include Macedonian staters, Byzantine 
solidi, and even more aurel. The Signature Internet section hosts a magnificent selection of Kushan 
Kingdom gold and plenty of “star” designation specimens, along with a herd of Julius Caesar elephants 
and a parliament of Athenian owls. 


As we move into more modern times, the selection of rare and beautiful coinage Is vast. For the first 

time in our history, we are pleased to offer an example of the exceptionally rare “Ormonde” Pistole (c. 
1646)--a stellar relic of the Wars of the Three Kingdoms, a key to the series, and one of perhaps only 

two specimens in private hands. Within the British section are two “Una and the Lion” 5 Pounds: one 
certified PR63 Deep Cameo by PCGS, the other PR62+, as well as an exceptionally preserved 2 Guineas 
of George |, graded MS65 by NGC, which currently ranks as the only certified multiple-Guinea of the 
King’s reign to meet the lofty Gem grade designation. Another top selection in the sale, a Friesland gold 28 
Stuivers of 1688, appears to be the first example of its tyoe seen at auction in decades. 


From the eras that it spans to the rarities that it contains, this catalog is a testament to a thriving market.

Alfonso VI Counterstamped 50 Reis ND (1663) VF25 NGC, 
KM22, LMB-34, Gomes-39.05. Type IV crowned “50” counter- 
mark (XF Standard), struck on a Portuguese Joao IV 40 Reis from 
the Evora mint. Evenly circulated with a fully struck and well- 
placed counterstamp, displaying dark iridescence to an otherwise 
pearl-gray surface.

Alfonso VI Counterstamped 75 Reis ND (1663) VF30 NGC, 
KM26, LMB-48. Type IV crowned “75” countermarked (VF 
Standard). A double-countermarked issue, representing two 
separate revalidations 25 years apart. Struck upon a 1/2 Tostao of 
Spain, first with a 1643 revalidation “60” counterstamp, followed 
by a 1663 revalidation crowned “75.” A rare combination on the 
slightly off-center survivor, exhibiting flan cracks and a chip that 
is typical of this early hammered issue.

Alfonso VI Counterstamped 100 Reis ND (1663) VF25 NGC, 
KM42, LMB-51, Gomes-41.05. Type IV crowned “100” countermark 
(VF Standard), struck on a Portuguese Joao IV 80 Reis from the 
Evora mint. A well-circulated example of this type, both the counter- 
stamp and host coin having seen significant use in commerce.

Alfonso VI Counterstamped 125 Reis ND (1663) VF Details 
(Saltwater Damage) NGC, KM30, LMB-64, Gomes-10.04. 
Type IV crowned “125” countermark (UNC Strong), struck on 
an earlier Portugal Tostao from the Porto mint. An evasive issue 
and the rarest of the type IV counterstamps, seen only a handful 
of times crossing the auction block in the last two decades, last 
seen at Heritage in April of 2010 when one was offered in the 
Paulistana Collection. Battleship-gray appearances and a gener- 
ally pleasing aesthetic define this example, saltwater damaged 
surfaces notwithstanding.

Type III 
crowned “300” countermark (XF Standard), struck on Spanish 
colonial 4 Reales. A revalidated issue with earlier type I crowned 
“240” countermark, dating to just 25 years prior, the crown par- 
tially obscured by the most recent counterstamp.

Allover poros- 
ity has enveloped this piece throughout its 400-year existence, 
thus the noted environmental damage designation on the holder. 


30012 Pedro II Counterstamped 250 Reis ND (1688) VF30 NGC, 
KM33.1, LMB-100, Gomes-103.02. Type IV crowned “250” 
countermark (XF Standard), struck on a Portuguese Joao IV 200

specimen yielding a surprising amount of pearl-gray detail.

A pleasingly toned representative of this scarce 
denomination. Touched with iridescent highlights throughout, 
and the finest example certified by NGC to date.

KM76, LMB-114. One of only a small handful of examples of this 
fleeting issue certified to date. Moderately circulated, with soft, 
silty tone gracing the surfaces. 








30022 Pedro II 40 Reis ND (1699)-(R) AU55 NGC, Rio de Janeiro 


mint, KM86.1, LMB-130. Sharply defined throughout the 
designs, owing to a firm strike, with an attractive graphite tone 
decorating the surfaces. The only example of this issue certified 
by NGC to date. Though attributed to 1695-1698 on NGC’s insert, 
both the Standard Catalog of World Coins and Livro Das Moedas 
Do Brasil attribute this issue to 1699.

The current example is the first and only of 
this date to be seen by NGC or PCGS, in a condition unexpected 
from such an early colonial minor; the Standard Catalog of World 
Coins only lists this series up to XF40.

Significantly 
more uncommon than the regular issue, the variety denoted by the 
lack of an engraved outline to the sphere on the reverse, allow- 
ing for the central motif to be abstracted.

The surfaces possess a 
lovely antique patina, residing over a speckled texturing (seem- 
ingly from die rust) that appears original to the strike, with an 
undeniable mint gleam emanating from throughout the lower-lying 
regions. The central devices, clearly expressed, carry accentuating 
touches of darker tone, which only further emboldens their contrast 
against the fields. Indeed, the obverse and reverse faces themselves 
show hardly any signs of handling at all within the central beaded 
rings, and it may easily be supposed that this immensely important 
offering has been carefully stowed away since the single mishap 
that resulted in the noted edge flaw, which on the whole remains 
of greatly reduced visual impact due to its placement. In every 
respect, a desirable and highly historical treasure. 


During the period of Dutch colonization of Brazil (1630-1654), 
three gold Klippe denominations—of 3, 6, and 12 Guilders—were 
minted in the Captaincy of Pernambuco for use within Brazil, 
beginning in October 1645 under the supervision of mintmaster 
Pieter Janssen Bas. However, these issues were not legal tender 
in the Netherlands, and thus any such pieces that made their way 
to Europe were exchanged for Dutch Guilders and subsequently 
melted. Additionally, any such pieces remaining in Brazil after 
1654, when the Dutch were finally ousted from South America, 
would have been melted, as after this period any Portuguese or 
Brazilian found with a Dutch coin ran the risk of being consid- 
ered a traitor and hanged. As a consequence, the survival of such 
pieces at all, let alone in Mint State, is extremely uncommon, 
marking a special opportunity not to be missed by collectors of 
the Dutch colonial and Brazilian series alike.

All others will be subject to a hold of 5 business days, 
or more, for the funds to clear prior to releasing merchandise. (Ref. T&C item 7 Credit for additional 
information.) Payments can be made 24-48 hours post auction from the My Orders page of the HA.com 
website.

The spring season has arrived, and with it comes a renewed sense of hope, optimism, and opportunity. 


Our Central States auction is a perennial favorite, and this particular sale Is filled with an array of rarities. We open with 
a special session of Brazilian coins, which includes two notable collections. From there, we will hold a Platinum Night 

session—the first of its kind to be offered in conjunction with this sale—with numerous high-end, sought-after rarities. 

Finally, the sale will conclude with our Signature Internet session which encompasses a wide selection of ancient and 

world coins. 


The Brazilian session, featuring the Vila Rica and Pernambucana Collections, is filled with conditional rarities that 
cover a wide spectrum of coinage, from the early colonial period to the 20th-century Republic, many of which are 
important types that rarely come to market. Among the earliest issues in this session is a fully uncirculated 1645 
Pernambuco Klippe 12 Guilders--the largest denomination of this popular colonial series, as well as the first example 
of the denomination that we have offered for the date. A key date of Pedro Il’s 960 Reis series, the 1834/8, boasts a 
small mintage of just 154 pieces, with no other certified survivors as fine as the MS61-graded representative offered 
herein. An 1816 Bahia-minted 640 Reis serves as another important highlight, representing only the third example of 
this extremely scarce issue to come to market in decades. 


Among the ancient coins in this sale are numerous highlights--from a Syracuse decadrachm, to an entire set of the 12

The Signature Internet section hosts a magnificent selection of Kushan Kingdom gold and plenty of “star” designation 
specimens, along with a herd of Julius Caesar elephants and a parliament of Athenian owls. 


As we move into more modern times, the selection of rare and beautiful coinage Is vast. For the first time in our history, 
we are pleased to offer an example of the exceptionally rare “Ormonde” Pistole (c. 1646)--a stellar relic of the Wars of 
the Three Kingdoms, a key to the series, and one of perhaps only two specimens in private hands. Within the British 
section are two “Una and the Lion” 5 Pounds: one certified PR63 Deep Cameo by PCGS, the other PR62+, as well as 
an exceptionally preserved 2 Guineas of George |, graded MS65 by NGC, which currently ranks as the only certified 
multiple-Guinea of the King’s reign to meet the lofty Gem grade designation.

NGC MS 5/5 - 4/5, Fine 
Style. Head of Heracles right, wearing lion skin headdress, paws tied be- 
fore neck / TAPANTI-NQ-N, male youth (Taras?), nude but for chlamys 
draped over arm, reins in right hand, trident in left, driving fast biga right; 
API monogram above hooves, thunderbolt below. Fischer-Bossert G26. 
Vlasto 11. cf. HN Italy 984. Solidly struck from fresh dies on gleaming 
flan. A gorgeous coin in hand. Extremely rare and likely the finest extant. 


From the Cameron Collection 


From the time he became king of Epirus in 319 BC, the handsome and 
charismatic Pyrrhus dreamed of emulating his cousin Alexander the 
Greats career of conquest. He married Lanassa, the daughter of king Ag- 
athocles of Syracuse, in 295 BC and an opportunity presented itself in 280 
BC, when the city of Tarentum in southern Italy sought his assistance in 
resisting Rome. Landing in Italy with his army and several war elephants, 
he marched against the Roman consul Publius Valerius Laevinus and de- 
feated him in a bloody encounter near Heraclea. Pyrrhus won a second, 
even more costly victory at Ausculum in 279 BC, after which he is said 
to have remarked, “another such ‘victory’ and I am finished!” Thus was 
born the phrase “Pyrrhic victory,” a battle won at such cost that it might 
as well be a defeat. Next, the Siceliotes lobbied for his support against Ro- 
man ally Carthage in 278 BC, resulting in Pyrrhus taking over the island 
and being acclaimed ‘King of Sicily’. The presence of Pyrrhus in southern 
Italy and Sicily soon became an occupation, with the hosting cities forced 
to strike coins to pay the army. He returned to Italy in 276 BC and eventu- 
ally to Epirus.

Deep cabi- 
net toning with overall blue and violet hues. Nicely centered on excellent 
metal flan. A wonderful example of this extremely popular issue. 


Syracuse had been striking its own coins for about a century, when in 
circa 405 BC it began issuing the stunning series of silver decadrachms 
by Kimon and Euainetos. These huge, impressive coins were struck in con- 
siderable numbers, probably to pay the Greek mercenary soldiers who 
flooded Sicily to fight the expanding power of Carthage. They stand at 
the pinnacle of Greek numismatic achievement and served as a paradigm 
for Hellenistic art in the ages to follow. Kimon’s decadrachm design, as 
exemplified by this impressive piece, features a highly individualized and 
realistic head of Arethusa, clearly modeled on a real-life Greco-Sicilian 
woman. Her hair is bound in an elaborate jeweled net and a wide hair- 
band, or ampyx. On the obverse, Kimon’s four-horse chariot races to the 
left at breakneck speed while the goddess Nike flies serenely above, reach- 
ing out with a laurel wreath to crown the victorious charioteer. Below this 
scene, in the exergue beneath the ground line, are arrayed the prize tro- 
phies - a military cuirass, greaves and a helmet, labeled AQAA (“athla”’) 
or prizes, from which the term athlete derives.

Carthage, a Phoenician colony on the coast of North Africa, became a 
maritime powerhouse in the fifth century BC and challenged the Greek cit- 
ies of Sicily and southern Italy for control of the western Mediterranean. 
By the early third century, much of Sicily had fallen under Carthaginian 
control and mints were established on the island to produce coins used to 
pay the largely mercenary army. The stage was now set for collision with 
Rome, the newly dominant power in Italy. Starting in 265 BC, Carthage 
and Rome fought three titanic wars that produced more death and destruc- 
tion than any other conflict before the 20th century. 


This massive silver piece was struck during the First Punic War with 
Rome (264-241 BC) and was of the earliest phase, being on the Punic 
instead of the Attic standard. Jenkins translated the Punic as meaning “in 
the land,” perhaps a statement by the Carthaginians they were the rightful 
occupants of Sicily, as opposed to the newly arrived Romans.

The distinctive obverse head has been variously described in the litera- 
ture as a depiction of Melgart, a Semitic version of Heracles, Hannibal in 
the guise of the god, or possibly his brother Mago. Modern scholarship, 
which tends to be suspicious of early claims to see portraits in images of 
gods, interprets the head as that of Melgart. However, the distinct physi- 
ognomy of the nose and other facial features, as well as the sideburns, 
suggest an attempt at true portraiture.

The Chalcidice is a three-fingered area of land extending from eastern 
Macedon into the Aegean Sea. Wary of Athenian imperialism and the ris- 
ing power of the Macedonian Kingdom, the free cities of the Chalcidice 
banded together in 432 BC to form a defensive coalition called the Chal- 
cidian League, with its capital of Olynthus. The silver coinage struck at 
Olynthus was on the Macedonian standard, somewhat lighter than the At- 
tic standard employed by most of Greece, and was legal tender at all cities 
belonging to the league. The standard design featured a head of Apollo, 
god of beauty, art and music, with a type of lyre called a cithara on the re- 
verse. The heads of Apollo on these pieces are remarkable for the strength 
and beauty of their style. Sadly, the Chalcidian League 5 coinage came to 
an end with the capture and destruction of Olynthus by King Philip II of 
Macedon in 348 BC.

In numismatic circles, Croesus is most famous for introducing the world’s 
first bimetallic standard, issuing coins of both gold and silver. Prior to 
this, coins were produced in electrum, a naturally occurring alloy of gold 
and silver. This situation obviously caused a number of problems, most 
notably because the proportions of gold to silver were inconsistent. In 
fact, there is strong evidence to suggest that Croesus’ father, Alyattes, ar- 
tificially manipulated the gold-to-silver ratio in his electrum coins in his 
favor; the natural occurring electrum in Asia Minor typically has a gold- 
to-silver ratio of 75%-25%, though his coins were struck with 54% gold 
and 44% silver. 


The eminent scholar of early coinage, John Kroll, argues that the gold 
standard of Croesus was introduced in several stages, designed at recall- 
ing as many of the circulating electrum staters as possible. The early elec- 
trum staters of Asia Minor were typically struck on a weight standard of 
14.15 grams. Considering the relative value of gold to silver at the time 
was 1:13, then one gold stater of the so-called “heavy” series of King 
Croesus, based on a weight standard of 10.8 grams, would have been 
equal to the gold and silver content of one electrum stater, which circu- 
lated at an assumed ratio of 75% gold and 25% silver. Kroll argues that 
the Lydian government used this heavy standard to recall the old electrum 
coins and reissue the new heavy standard gold coins at a 1:1 ratio. 


Once a sufficient number had been recalled, the Lydian government issued 
the new light stater, which weighed approximately 8.05 grams. Kroll con- 
tinues his argument that this new weight standard was designed to recall 
as many of the remaining electrum coins as possible, as the 8.05 gram 
standard is based on the actual gold and silver content of early electrum 
coins (54% gold and 44% silver). In other words, the heavy standard was 
used to replace electrum staters at their circulating face value and the 
light standard was used to recall coins at their actual gold and silver 
value. 


The conventional wisdom has always been that the light staters of Croe- 
sus were much more common than his heavy staters by a factor of three 
or four. However, in recent years, studies of auction appearances of both 
types have strongly suggested otherwise. Though the light stater was al- 
most certainly produced for a longer period than the heavy stater, the sur- 
vival rate for the former may be significantly less than previously thought. 
As such, new information and studies about the surviving population of 
each type lead to the conclusion that the light stater is actually the rarer 
of the two types.

Gold mnaieions were first struck under the enlightened Ptolemy IT (282- 
246 BC), who built the famous Library of Alexandria and towering Pharos 
lighthouse. In 279 BC, he married his sister, the beautiful and ambitious 
Arsinoe IT, in the manner of the old Egyptian pharaohs. The sibling mar- 
riage scandalized Greek society, which gave Arsinoe the nickname Phila- 
delphus, or “brother-lover.”’ Arsinde embraced the term, making it part of 
her royal title, and she proudly placed it on her coinage. Arsinoe’s regal 
profile, veiled and crowned with a jeweled coronet, graces the obverse of 
most Ptolemaic gold octodrachms. The double-cornucopia on the reverse 
symbolized both Egypt’ abundance and the joint rule of Ptolemy and Ar- 
sinoe. Gold coins bearing Arsinoe’s portrait continued to be struck for 
centuries after her death in ca. 270/68 BC.

It has been speculated that the later K-type mnaieions issued during the 
reigns of Ptolemy VI through VIII feature a disguised portrait of Cleopa- 
tra II, who was the sister and later wife of both brothers. If such is the 
case, the K behind the head could refer to Kleopatra (on the original is- 
sues of Ptolemy II-III, from which the later issues were copied, the K was 
one of several letters used to designate obverse dies). Certainly the por- 
trait on these later issues bears little resemblance to the face of Arsinoé 
II found on the gold pieces minted closer to her lifetime. Whether or not 
these pieces do bear portraits of concurrent figures, it is a historical fact 
that the strongest of the later Ptolemaic rulers invariably were women, 
including the last of the line, Cleopatra VII.

A goal of many collectors of the Roman series is to obtain a portrait set 
of the first Twelve Caesars in gold aurei - a set, of which we are offer- 
ing as individual lots, is possible in this sale. The main impediment to 
assembling such a set is the difficulty in obtaining the very first portrait, 
Julius Caesar. While relatively plentiful in silver and bronze, actual por- 
traits of Caesar in gold are surprisingly scant, with likely fewer than 50 of 
all known types extant. The type struck closest to Caesar 8 lifetime is the 
present example, issued by his grand-nephew and adoptive heir Octavian; 
the coin was likely struck at a military mint in southern Gaul upon his as- 
sumption of the Consulship in July 43 BC (since the obverse titles omit any 
reference to the yet-to-be-formed Second Triumvirate with Marc Antony 
and Lepidus, the type cannot have been struck in 40 BC as asserted in 
Calico). The portrait of Caesar on the reverse makes no reference to his 
pending deification, but repeats his names and titles as they stood upon his 
assassination on 15 March 44 BC. The portrait is accurately realistic and 
shows the great dictator as a prematurely aged man of 54, with sunken 
jowls and a long turkey-like neck. All other portrait gold coins depicting 
Caesar, all excessively rare, were struck much longer after his death and 
sport more idealized portraits.

In 8 BC, Augustus introduced his twelve-year-old grandson and adopted 


son Gaius Caesar to the Roman army in Gaul. The bulla around Gaius’ 


neck signifies that he was still a child and had not yet assumed the toga 
of manhood (J. Pollini, Gaius Caesar on horseback, Museum Notes 30, 
1985).

As the stepchild and unwanted heir of Augustus, Tiberius had a difficult 
act to follow. Nevertheless, for the first few years of his reign, he did a 
commendable job running the vast empire bequeathed to his care. Cau- 
tious and frugal, he engaged in no wars of conquest and kept the Empire s 
finances in good order. However, he soon tired of the endless toil and 
began handing off duties to his unscrupulous second-fiddles, namely the 
Praetorian Prefect Sejanus and his eventual replacement, Macro. The re- 
sulting bloodbath among members of his own family, and their Senatorial 
supporters, tarnished his name throughout history. His cautious nature 
is reflected in his coinage - unlike the proliferation of types employed by 
Augustus, Tiberius kept the same simple design for both silver denarii 
and gold aurei for almost the entirety of his reign. This uniformity of type 
makes it virtually impossible to date any particular aureus or denarius 
more precisely than somewhere within the last two decades of his reign. 
Hence, virtually any of his coins could have been struck in the same year 
as the momentous event he probably never heard about, the crucifixion of 
Jesus Christ in Judaea, likely between AD 30 and 34.

Germanicus, the father of Gaius, was the John F- Kennedy of his gen- 
eration - enormously popular with the Roman masses for his good looks, 
impeccable genes, attractive family, and wartime heroics. His untimely 
death only added to his legend. The grandson of Augustus’ wife Livia, 
Germanicus was so named for his father Drususs spectacular conquests 
in Germany during the second decade of Augustus’ reign. After the Varian 
disaster of AD 9 had undone most of these conquests, Germanicus took 
up leadership of a Roman army and rushed to the German frontier to 
prevent a general collapse. At the death of Augustus in AD 14, the Rhine 
legions attempted to acclaim Germanicus as Emperor, but he refused the 
honor and gave his support to his uncle Tiberius. By AD 15, Germanicus 
had built up a formidable army and crossed the Rhine to exact revenge 
on the traitorous chieftain Arminius, who had led Varus to his doom. 
Over the course of two excruciatingly difficult campaigns, Germanicus 
rebuilt Roman prestige and inflicted a seemingly decisive defeat on the 
Germans at Idistoviso in AD 16. Tiberius, however, recalled him to Rome, 
allowing eastern Germany to once again slip from Roman control. Ger- 
manicus received a rapturous welcome and seemed clearly marked out 
as heir apparent; however, during a diplomatic mission to the East in AD 
19, Germanicus fell ill and died under highly suspicious circumstances. 
Wags blamed the jealous Tiberius, acting through his agent G. Calpurnius 
Piso, governor of Syria. A show trial of Piso, which ended in his suicide, 
failed to alleviate suspicion, and Germanicus’ widow Agrippina became 
the locus of resistance to the regime. She and her sons Drusus and Nero 
accordingly suffered persecution and death; only the youngest son, Gaius, 
survived. He, alas, proved a most unworthy son to a great father, but that 
is another story.

This gold aureus bears a wonderful portrait of Claudius, fourth emperor 
of the Julio-Claudian dynasty. Son of the great general Drusus, and An- 
tonia, niece of the emperor Augustus, Tiberius Claudius Drusus seemed 
well-positioned when he was born in 10 BC. But a serious childhood ill- 
ness left him with a limp, a stammer, and other uncouth qualities that made 
him the black sheep of the Julio-Claudian dynasty. While these problems 
barred him from a political career, such exclusion also granted him im- 
munity from the family s murderous intrigues. Upon Caligula’ assassina- 
tion in January, AD 41, Claudius was the sole surviving Julio-Claudian 
male and, when members of the Praetorian Guard found him cowering 
behind a curtain in the palace, they immediately acclaimed him as Em- 
peror. Claudius astutely awarded the Praetorians a substantial bonus, and 
with 10,000 heavily armed soldiers backing him, he easily forced the Sen- 
ate to accept him as the next princeps. Once installed, Claudius surprised 
everyone by ruling with intelligence and moderation. In AD 43, he ordered 
the invasion and annexation of Britain, the first major addition of territory 
to the Empire since the days of Augustus. He chose provincial governors 
carefully and managed foreign relations with considerable skill. He erred 
only in his obsession with detail, his reliance on freedmen and cronies, and 
his atrocious taste in women. Messalina, his promiscuous third wife, ran 
wild as Empress and nearly brought down his regime with a sex-crazed 
conspiracy in AD 48. His next wife, Agrippina the Younger, used her wiles 
to enhance her own power and advance Nero, her son by a previous mar- 
riage, in the succession arrangements. This done, she fed Claudius a dish 
of poisoned mushrooms in October AD 54, and brought his 13-year reign 
to an end. Despite many missteps and his unsavory demise, Claudius had 
been a fairly successful ruler and his regime set a pattern for the Flavians 
and the reigns that followed.

The Temple of Janus was one of the oldest structures in the Roman Forum. 
According to tradition, the doors were kept open in wartime and closed 
during times of peace. The closing of the Temple doors was a rare event, 
even during the Pax Romana. In AD 66, having concluded a favorable 
peace treaty with Parthia in AD 63, Nero closed the doors with great fan- 
fare and marked the occasion on his coinage.

Servius Sulpicius Galba was born in 3 BC, and soon displayed a gift for 
cultivating the right friends. During his early manhood, he enjoyed the 
favor of the emperors Augustus, Tiberius and Caligula, as well as the em- 
press Livia, whose bequest of 500,000 sesterces helped launch his public 
career. Elected consul in AD 33, he served as governor in Germany and 
Africa before, late in life, accepting Nero’ appointment as proconsul of 
Nearer Spain. This came as Nero’ popularity was plummeting in Rome, 
and the aristocracy began looking toward the prestige-laden Galba for 
leadership. In March of AD 68, Vindex, governor of Gaul, rose in revolt 
and offered to support Galba as the new ruler. Two months later, Nero’ 
regime collapsed and, at the age of 70, Galba found himself hailed as 
emperor, the first from outside the Julio-Claudian family. He made his 
way back to Rome and embarked on an austerity program to restore the 
states finances. Although meaning well, Galba proved oblivious to the 
realities of his situation and soon managed to offend nearly every segment 
of Roman society. Galba attempted to salvage the situation by adopting 
a likable young aristocrat, L. Calpurnius Piso, as his successor, but this 
only alienated another key supporter, M. Salvius Otho, who had hoped 
to be chosen Caesar himself. Otho bribed Praetorian officers, and on 15 
January AD 69, they attacked Galba and Piso in the Forum, hacking them 
to pieces. His entire reign has lasted seven months and proved only the 
opening act in the disastrous “Year of the Four Emperors.” The historian 
Tacitus pronounced Galba’s epitaph: “It was commonly agreed he pos- 
sessed the makings of a great ruler- had he never ruled.” 


Galba’s gold coins are quite rare and display considerable artistry in re- 
alistically depicting his craggy, scowling mien. The reverse of this attrac- 
tive aureus depicts Galba’s early supporter and financial benefactor, the 
Empress Livia.

Born in AD 32 to a nouveau riche family, Marcus Salvius Otho grew up 
as a pampered playboy with a taste for the finer things in life. He had a 
peculiar abhorrence for body hair and depilated every part of his body, 
including his head. To cover his baldness, he then wore a carefully made 
wig. Otho became one of the Emperor Nero’ high-living friends, but this 
changed abruptly when Nero took a fancy to his beautiful wife, Poppaea. 
Otho was thus packed off to govern Lusitania (modern Portugal), where 
he stewed and plotted revenge. When Nero’ regime collapsed in AD 68, 
Otho was one of Galba’ss earliest supporters and fully expected to be 
named the old mans heir apparent. Instead, Galba chose a young aristo- 
crat of better breeding, and the furious Otho began plotting his removal. 
He bribed the Praetorian Guards to murder Galba on 15 January AD 69, 
after which the Senate reluctantly confirmed Otho as emperor. But he im- 
mediately faced another rebellion, this time by Vitellius, governor of lower 
Germany, whose sizeable army marched on Italy. Otho hurried north to 
the River Po; his generals urged him to wait for reinforcements, but Otho 
was afraid of defections and ordered a premature attack. The sharp clash 
at Cremona in northern Italy went decisively against him, and he stabbed 
himself in the heart the morning of April 16 or 17 AD 69, ending a brief 
reign of about 90 days. His noble end gained him a respect that had eluded 
him in life. 


Gold aurei of Otho are rare and highly prized, often referred to as the 
“key” coin in any set of the first Twelve Caesars.

The son of the influential senator Lucius Vitellius, Aulus Vitellius was 
born in AD 15 and raised in the luxury befitting a wealthy consular's 
son. The younger Vitellius developed a penchant for gambling, along 
with a gourmand Ss appetite and corpulent physique. He served as Con- 
sul in AD 48, where he acquitted himself well, but resumed his disrepu- 
table habits in later years. This served to land him heavily in debt by 
the time Nero's regime collapsed in AD 68. The new emperor, Galba, 
appointed Vitellius governor of Germania Inferior, believing him to ut- 
terly without ambition or talent, and therefor a safe choice. But officers 
in the Rhine legions grew disenchanted with Galba’s parsimony and 
persuaded Vitellius to make a try for the throne. On I January AD 69, 
the Rhine legions proclaimed Vitellius emperor at the city of Colonia 
Agrippinensis (Cologne). His promise of lavish bonuses and easy dis- 
cipline quickly won the legions of Gaul, Britain and Raetia over to his 
cause. His march on Rome took on the appearance of a Bacchic proces- 
sion, with his soldiers drinking heavily and pillaging the countryside. 
In the meantime, Galba had been overthrown in Rome by Otho, who 
marched north with the Praetorian Guard. The hard-fought First Battle 
of Bedriacum in mid-April went to Vitellius’ larger force, and Otho 
opened his veins. Arriving in Rome, Vitellius was confirmed as emperor 
by a reluctant Senate. He treated his elevation as an excuse for one long 
banquet, reportedly spending the equivalent of $2 billion on delicacies 
from all over the Empire. While he indulged his appetites, the armies 
of the East proclaimed the general Vespasian as emperor on I July, 
launching a new round of civil war. The legions of the Danube joined 
in the revolt and invaded Italy on Vespasian’s behalf. Within weeks, 
soldiers loyal to Vespasian forced their way into Rome and swept aside 
all opposition. They found Vitellius hiding in the imperial doorkeeper s 
quarters. Hauled half-naked to the Forum, the onetime emperor was 
mocked, tortured, and slain. His corpse was dumped unceremoniously 
in the Tiber.

Descended from a family of small-time entrepreneurs and tax farmers in 
the Sabine hill country north of Rome, Flavius Vespasianus was born in 
AD 9 and rose to prominence in the Roman Army. He gained distinction 
during Claudius’ invasion of Britain in AD 43-44 and won a Consulship in 
AD 51, but fell from imperial favor when he dozed off during one of Nero’ 
musical performances. When a Jewish faction in the province of Judaea 
rebelled and massacred the local Roman garrison in AD 66, Nero sent 
Vespasian at the head of three legions to crush the revolt. Through his able 
son Titus, Vespasian gained the friendship and support of Mucianus, gov- 
ernor of Syria, who had another three legions at his disposal. When the 
collapse of Nero s regime in AD 68 led to a free-for-all for the throne, with 
Galba, Otho and Vitellius following in quick succession, Vespasian real- 
ized he had the means and ability to make his own try for supreme power. 
On I July AD 69, the legions of Alexandria, Egypt declared Vespasian as 
emperor. He decided on a policy of blockade and attrition to defeat Vitel- 
lius, but the sudden declaration of support by the Danubian legions and 
their invasion of Italy in the fall of AD 69 brought a much quicker victory. 
Vitellius was executed on 20 December, and the Senate proclaimed Ves- 
pasian emperor two days later. Arriving in Rome the following October, 
Vespasian celebrated a magnificent triumph for the Judaean campaign 
before launching an austerity program to put the Empire’ finances on 
sound footing. As the first middle-class emperor, he brought a business- 
mans common sense and a bracing dose of pragmatism to the imperial 
administration. Some of the blue-bloods grumbled about Vespasian 8 par- 
simony and his uncouth manners, but the return of stability and prosper- 
ity squelched most complaints, and his earthy sense of humor made him 
beloved by the common folk. His decade of rule was largely untroubled 
by revolts and conspiracies. Upon his death due to a sudden illness in AD 
79, he was widely and sincerely mourned, and power passed smoothly to 
his son Titus.

The elder son of Vespasian, Flavius Titus Vespasianus was born in AD 41 and seemed marked out for the life of an upper middle-class civil servant in the 
mold of his father. Vespasian won glory as a general during Claudius’ invasion of Britain, and Titus grew into an intelligent, handsome, and charming 
young man, who became his father’s second in command for the Judaean campaign of AD 66-69. When Nero 8s regime collapsed in Rome, Vespasian 
seized the throne and Titus took over direction of the Judaean War, which culminated in the storming of Jerusalem in AD 70. Returning to Rome at the 
head of several legions, Titus was suspected of planning a coup, but he warmly greeted his father and was granted a stupendous triumph. Titus next 
served as Praetorian Prefect and was utterly ruthless in protecting his family’s stranglehold on power. When Vespasian died, in AD 79, Titus was pro- 
claimed emperor, many feared he would be another Nero or Caligula. However, he soon emerged as an uncommonly benevolent ruler. 


The reverse likely represents the bronze heifer by the 5th century BC Athenian sculptor, Myron. The sculpture was one of the artifacts of spoils, displayed 


in the Templum Pacis (Temple of Peace) constructed after the Jewish War.

Domitian has gone down in history as a depraved tyrant, but he was cer- 
tainly not a madman like Caligula, nor was he an incompetent dilettante 
like Nero. As a young man, Domitian was largely overshadowed by his 
older brother Titus, a situation that probably shaped his dour, resentful 
character. In AD 79, Vespasian was succeeded by Titus as Augustus, with 
Domitian taking the junior position of Caesar. But Titus ruled only two 
years before he fell ill and died in September of AD 81. Domitian wasted 
no time in seizing power as the third emperor of the Flavian dynasty. He 
soon proved a conscientious, detail-oriented administrator who kept a 
firm hand on all facets of government. Despite his uneven military record, 
the legions loved Domitian for raising their pay by nearly 50 percent. 
But Domitian S$ suspicion of the aristocracy soon deepened into paranoia. 
Unsuccessful conspiracies against him in AD 87 and 89 caused him to 
abandon all restraint, and by AD 93 Rome was in the grip of a reign of 
terror. Even Domitian’s wife came to fear for her life, and she encour- 
aged the emperor 8 personal attendants to plot against him, leading to his 
murder in AD 96. 


This stunning gold aureus, struck while he was Caesar under Vespasian, 
sports a robust portrait in high Flavian style, whereas during his sole 
reign, he revised coin portraits to show himself in a slimmed-down, more 
flattering light. The reverse type is copied from the coinage of Augustus 
(RIC I 288). It reflects the dynasty policy of promoting the cult of the 
first emperor and also subtly alludes to Vespasian’s victories in the East.

Justinian 
IT was ostentatiously devout and placing the divine image on his coinage 
was a reflection of this. The image is remarkably naturalistic and lifelike, 
and was likely based on the mosaic image of Christ in the apse of the 
Great Palace of Constantinople, which was itself influenced by Hellenistic 
depictions of Zeus. Some scholars have argued that Justinian’s choice to 
produce this new type came in response to the Umayyad caliph ‘Abd al- 
Malik’s minting of Byzantine-style solidi bearing the Islamic statement of 
faith (the shahada) in AD 692, which he used in payment of tribute to the 
Emperor prior to the eruption of the Battle of Sebastopolis the same year.

One of a debilitating string of short-lived rulers from the early eighth 
century, Bardanes was a general of Armenian origins who was proclaimed 
emperor upon the final overthrow of Justinian IT. Almost immediately, he 
alienated the clergy and populace by reviving the Monothelete heresy 
(proposing that Christ had a single, divine nature and will) which had 
supposedly been stamped out decades previously. He was also unsuccess- 
ful in stopping Arab and Bulgarian advances, prompting the Byzantine 
army to depose and blind him after 18 months of ineffective rule. He was 
replaced by the finance minister Artemius, who reigned as Anastasius II. 
This extraordinary piece shows the unusually fine artistry employed on 
the coinage for so ephemeral a reign, showing the emperor holding two 
symbols of office dating back to Roman times: The globus cruciger and 
scipio aquila, a scepter topped by an eagle.

A high court official with a marriage tie to Nicephorus I, Michael Rhang- 
abe seized the moment when Nicephorus was killed in battle against the 
Bulgarian khan Krum, and his son and successor, Stauracius, severely 
wounded. Stauracius was induced to abdicate in Michael favor and died 
a short time later. Following a well-established precedent, Michael raised 
his eldest son Theophylactus as co-emperor and began a policy of re- 
trenchment and reconciliation after the financial and military disasters 
of the previous two reigns. He liberally distributed money to the clergy, 
who praised him for his piety, and purged iconoclasts from high positions, 
though they remained a potent force. In AD 812, he gave full recognition 
to Charlemagne as emperor of the West in return for Venice returning to 
Byzantine control; the Venetians, however, ignored the edict and main- 
tained their independence. Early in AD 813, Michael mounted a major 
campaign against the Bulgarians, but they routed his army and his pres- 
tige plummeted. Knowing he would soon be toppled, Michael preempted 
events by abdicating and naming the general Leo V the Armenian as his 
successor. Michael took monastic vows along with his sons (one of whom 
later became patriarch) and died peaceably 30 years later. His coinage in 
all metals is extraordinarily rare and only a handful of major collections 
include specimens from his reign.

lonial era, at the time of Elizabeth I’s reign, it was Spain that commanded the seas. Though the breaking of the Spanish fleet owed greatly to horrendous 
weather conditions more than outright British initiative, it nevertheless heralded the Isles’ eclipsing of the Spanish Empire. Depicting a dramatic scene of 
Spanish ships sinking in the foreground, while the reverse shows the Pope and Catholic bishops blindfolded and seated atop a floor made of spikes, the 
type is hardly ever found as an original striking, let alone without evidence of punctures or prior mounting. To date, we have only handled one example 
previously, a raw AU piece which brought $10,200 in April 2019, with perhaps only 2 or so other originals having become available in recent years.

Simply put, an extraordinary offering unmatched in previous auction record, and potentially the highest certified, matched and complete 
Proof set for this year. 1887 marked Victoria’s 50 years on the throne heralding the introduction of a new portrait to succeed her younger ‘bun head’ 
series, known as her Jubilee coinage. This new depiction of the Queen shows a great deal more detail in its engraving; where before was only young 
Victoria’s head from the neck upwards, suddenly we see her crowned and veiled, dressed in silk and adorned with the Order of the Thistle and the First 
Class Badge of the Royal Order of Victoria and Albert. The intricacy of the design is breathtaking, and rarely can one see it as magnificently presented 
as on this spectacular Proof set. 


It is essential to note the elite pedigree of this offering; not only does it boast the celebrated Murdoch collection as its provenance, but each holder lists this individually, 
proving beyond doubt that this set has been together since the late 19th century. The Shilling, Double Florin and Crown are all of the highest certification awarded by 
NGC, and the remainder are almost exclusively only one point below the highest. The silver pieces, all Proof 65 or 66, are of a sublime eye-appeal only possible when 
Proof silver coins are left untouched to mature for over a century; uniformly pristine hairline-free surfaces flare with brilliant russet-gold to their centers, turning a bright 
cobalt as the patina reaches the peripherals, with flecks of deep magenta. Some, particularly the Florin and Crown, seem cheated of a cameo level certification. The four 
gold pieces are all certified as Proof 65 Ultra Cameo, and the splendor of this cameo effect deserves to be seen in hand, if possible. Victoria’s proud Jubilee portrait is a 
stark, deeply frosted contrast to the mirrors behind, faint die polish lines a testament to their state of preservation, only the lightest of contact marks observable. Where the 
silver has toned handsomely, the gold has remained as bright as when first struck. Overall, one finds it hard to imagine a finer set, matched in appearance, provenance and 
extreme level of quality entering the market in the near future, and the opportunity to own it is not to be missed by the highest-tier collector of British Proofs and Patterns.

6.62gm. An exquisite relic of the Wars of the Three Kingdoms, and the 
undisputed key to the whole of the Irish series, the gold “pistoles” com- 
missioned by James Butler, Duke of Ormonde are among the most pecu- 
liar and intriguing issues produced on the island, standing as its first gold 
coinage. Minted under Warrant on 29 July 1646 by Peter Vaneyndhoven 
and Gilbert Tongues, these “pledges” represented an attempt by the Duke 
to secure an urgently needed supply of specie to pay the royalist garri- 
son stationed in Dublin, which had already exhausted the supply of silver 
plate taken in for the earlier silver issues around the time of the Great 
Irish Rebellion. Being comprised of both English-born citizens and Irish- 
born descendants of Anglo-Norman stock, the Dublin garrison contained 
a considerable element of men who, it was feared, might declare for the 
Protestant English Parliament or defect to the Catholic Irish Confederacy, 
both of which spelled disaster among the supporters of King Charles I 
during the tenuous years of the English Civil War. 


Although quite clever in their inception for being framed as “pledges” 
rather than coins struck in lower purity gold than they stated—a fact 
which both allowed them to circulate alongside contemporary “pistoles” 
(Spanish Escudos and French Louis d’Or) at par, while keeping expert 
traders from shipping them abroad—remarkably few specimens have sur- 
vived down to the present day. It is believed that today only 12 examples 
remain extant: seven in the National Museum of Ireland, one in the UI- 
ster Museum, one in the holdings of the American Numismatic Society, 
the Lucien LaRiviere specimen (Spink Auction 6028, February 2006, Lot 
137; also ex. Gerard Brady Collection [Whyte’s Auction April 2000, Lot 
248; Bridgewater House Collection [Sotheby’s June 1972, Lot 551]), the 
Dr. Lawrence Adams specimen (CNG Triton XIX, January 2016, Lot 
2751; believed to be from the Carruthers Collection [c. 19th century]), and 
the present piece, of which the latter two are likely the only remaining in 
private hands. As such, we can hardly stress the importance of the current 
offering enough to enthusiasts of the series, who will know full well that 
the coin at hand represents one of the only attainable gold emissions of 
the series (both of the two known Double Pistoles residing in institutional 
collections).

Leonard Wyon. Perhaps one of the most storied rarities in the South Af- 
rican series, the nation’s first Pond issue which, despite the distaste that it 
initially sparked among the Boers, has come to be one of the most difficult 
issues in the series to obtain in any kind of appreciable quality. Sparked by 
President Thomas Francois’s eagerness to unite the nation behind a new 
gold coinage exploiting the recently discovered local ore found in Trans- 
vaal in 1869, the so-called “Burgers” Pond was commissioned via Ralph 
Heaton and Sons in Birmingham. As the country had historically been a 
loose conglomeration of disconnected immigrants using coins from their 
native countries as well as tokens as currency, the intent behind Burgers’ 
action could hardly be faulted. Yet when the finished coins were presented 
to the Volksraad, they met with immediate disapproval for featuring the 
President’s own portrait. Coupled with their relatively high purchasing 
power, the coins were doomed to the status of mementos or souvenir piec- 
es, leading most to be mistreated, well-handled, and used in jewelry. As 
such, few remain today in anything approaching Mint State. 


And yet, here we have the present example. Carefully produced and 
bathed in a gold luster, with only mild wisps over both sides, its features 
otherwise unmarred by excessive handling or contact, suggesting that the 
assigned grade may be a bit conservative. Today, fewer than 25 specimens 
of the issue have been certified in fully uncirculated condition, with the 
last example that we handled being in 2015. Truly a rare opportunity, and 
a coin worthy of close in-hand inspection.

Alexander the Great’s meteoric 13-year career of conquest left 
the classical world profoundly transformed by the time of his pre- 
mature death in 323 BC. In the immediate aftermath, Alexander's 
generals carved up his immense new empire into spheres of 
influence, although maintaining the fiction of a unified leader- 
ship. Territorial disputes soon led to civil wars, with the rival 
warlords contending for supreme power. Chief among these was 
Lysimachus, who at various times controlled Thrace, Macedon 
and much of Asia Minor. For the obverse of his silver his coinage, 
Lysimachus claimed the mantle of Alexander by choosing the 
image of the conqueror himself, now shown as a god wearing the 
ram’s horn of the Greco-Egyptian deity Ammon. The image is one 
of the earliest true portraits to appear on a coin, and one of the 
finest. The reverse, depicting Athena enthroned, likewise proved 
extremely influential throughout history, forming the archetype 
for the figure of Britannia on modern English coins. 


The K-signed dies of Pergamum are often considered the finest 
style tetradrachm issue of Lysimachus. According to H.A. Cahn 
(‘“Frihhellenistiche Minzkunst, Kleine Schriften zur Munzkunde 
und Archaologie”, Basel 1975, p. 121-126), this engraver may 
have been the same who designed, for the same mint, the dies of 
the famous portrait of Seleucus I on the silver tetradrachms of 
Philetaerus.

Amastris was the niece of the last Achaemenid King of Persia, 
Darius IIT, and was married off to several of Alexander’s generals 
in succession in the years after the Macedonian conquest. After 
being “set aside” by Lysimachus in about 302 BC, Amastris 
decided to found her own city on the coast of Paphlagonia, and 
gave it her name. She served as its queen for the first years of its 
existence, and the city grew steadily in prosperity and importance 
in the decades and centuries that followed, eventually becoming 
incorporated into the Roman province of Bithynia-Pontus. The 
city's coinage is both rare and intriguing, the obverse portrait 
wearing a laureate Phrygian cap being variously described as 
the head of Queen Amastris herself, the Persian hero Mithras, or 
an Amazon warrior.

The portrait on the Greenwell 8&1 issue has been a subject of 
debate for centuries. “The Electrum Coinage of Cyzicus”, written 
by William Greenwell in 1887, describes the obverse as “bald, 
bearded and laureate head” and described this enigmatic issue 
as “a most remarkable coin, and one which presents grave diffi- 
culties in its explanation. On account of the time at which it must 
have been struck, it is perhaps impossible, not withstanding the 
exceptional scope of the Cyzicene representations, to consider 
it as intended to portray any individual personage of however 
exalted a position. At the same time it must be remembered that 
there is, upon a coin attributed to Colophon, as well as on others, 
a head which can scarcely be regarded as other than a portrait, 
though Professor Gardner (Types of Greek Coins, p. 144) believes 
it to be the idealized head of a Persian king. But whoever the 
artist of the Cyzicene stater meant to represent, there can be little 
doubt he modelled the portrait from the life.” 


Eleven years later, J.P. Six (NC 1898, pp. 197-198) was the first 
to suggest that the bearded male portrait is that of the Athenian 
general Timotheos (d. 354 BC), who had raised the siege of 
Cyzicus in 363 BC (Diod. Sic. 15.81.6), based on a similarity 
between the coins and a marble portrait in the Capitoline Museum 
(no. 46). Subsequent numismatists refuted that conclusion and 
proposed others, however Mildenberg in “The Cyzicenes: A 
Reappraisal,” AJN 5-6 [1993-1994], pp. 9-11, defended Six’s 
hypothesis. Cyzicus was under Persian control from 540 BC until 
445 BC, and then from 387 BC until the end of the Achaemenid 
Empire. During the interim period, Cyzicus was allied with Athens 
as a member of the Delian League. Normally League members 
were not allowed to coin their own electrum staters, however 
Cyzicus was exempted because it benefitted Athens as their 
coins were internationally accepted. As such, when the general 
Timotheos and his forces from Athens successfully raised the 
Persian siege of Cyzicus in 363 BC, the citizens may have opted 
to place his portrait on this issue of staters to show their appre- 
ciation and honor him in a way already familiar to Athenians. 


Maria Regina Kaiser-Raiss, in SNR 63 (1984), proposed the 
identity as likely to be Philip II of Macedonia, reflecting his 
influence and power at the time in Cyzicus and the Greek world. 
Considering the careful execution of the portrait, it’s nearly 
certain the person represented on this example is different than 
the one on Greenwell &1 - the hairline is far further forward on 
the brow and the shape of the forehead is less pronounced. In 
any case, this series is among the first set of portraits of a Greek 
personage to appear on a coin, the first portrait known in elec- 
trum, and apparently the first hecte denomination to come to light. 
Worthy of considerable interest and further study.

While the sequence of issues for the earliest electrum coinage is 
still imperfectly understood, recent discoveries have begun to 
clarify the picture. It is now evident that the first “coins” were 
pre-weighed electrum globules of no particular design, but con- 
forming to the weight standard prevalent in Ionia and Lydia, a 
“stater”’ of about 14 grams and its fractions. Next came pieces 
bearing simple punch patterns on the “reverse”, but with a blank 
“obverse”, as seen here. These were followed very quickly by 
pieces being a series of parallel striations, the first example of 
something that could be termed an obverse “type.” Thus this 
“typeless trite” issue is among the very first coins struck by any 
culture.

The Achaemenid Persian Empire was the first long-lasting multi- 
national state and in many ways the prototype for the Hellenistic 
and Roman Empires that followed. After the conquest of the 
Lydian Kingdom circa 546 BC, the Achaemenids quickly adopted 
the Lydian concept of coinage and converted the recently invent- 
ed gold stater into a new denomination, the daric, named after 
the Persian Great King Darius. Darics depict a stylized image of 
the Great King in a martial pose, which changed in design over 
the following centuries.

Caesar appar- 
ently felt the need to invoke Venus during this campaign, most 
especially when confronting Pompey or his sons. Pompey was 
devoted to Venus, but feared the loss of her favor before the Battle 
of Pharsalus, on 9 August 48 BC (on the Republican calendar, but 
the precise date in June on the Julian calendar is uncertain) - the 
decisive battle of Caesar's Civil War, from which Pompey fled to 
Egypt and was executed by Ptolemy XIII.

For two centuries, Rome had spurned the Hellenistic practice of 
placing the ruler’s portrait on the coinage of the realm, much as 
they rejected the concept of kingship altogether. So early in 44 BC, 
many Romans must have been stunned to see the image of Julius 
Caesar on circulating silver denarii. Like a profusion of other 
honors and titles, the right to place his image on coins had been 
bestowed on Caesar, by the Roman Senate. Caesar’s enemies 
may have had an ulterior motive in approving the honor, as it 
almost certainly would fuel the growing suspicion that Caesar 
intended to name himself king of Rome. If this was the intent, it 
succeeded, for within three months a conspiracy had been formed 
and Caesar was duly assassinated at a meeting of the Senate, on 
15 March 44 BC. This rare silver denarius by L. Buca carries a 
realistic portrait of Caesar on the obverse and the seated image 
of the dictator’s patron goddess, Venus, on the reverse. The 
obverse legend acclaims Caesar as “DICT(ator) PERPETVO,” or 
“Dictator For Life,” a title approved by the Senate in February, 44 
BC.

Afterward, it was apparently dis- 
solved between 30-14 BC, and soon after reformed as the new 
Legio IT Augusta.

A comet that appeared in summer 44 BC was held to signal Julius

The son of the great general Drusus and Antonia, niece of 
Augustus, Tiberius Claudius Drusus seemed well-positioned for 
greatness when he was born at Lugdunum, Gaul in 10 BC. But 
a serious childhood illness left him with a limp, a stammer, and 
other uncouth qualities that made him the black sheep of the 
Julio-Claudian dynasty. While these problems barred him from a 
political career, such exclusion also granted him immunity from 
the family’s murderous intrigues and he managed to survive the 
bloody reigns of his uncle Tiberius and nephew Caligula while 
most of his relations perished. Upon Caligula’s assassination in 
January, AD 41, Claudius was the sole surviving Julio-Claudian 
male and, when members of the Praetorian Guard found him 
cowering behind a curtain in the palace, they acclaimed him 
as emperor. Claudius astutely awarded the Praetorians a sub- 
stantial bonus, and with 10,000 heavily armed soldiers backing 
him, he easily forced the Senate to accept him. Once installed in 
power, Claudius surprised everyone by ruling with intelligence 
and moderation. In AD 43, he ordered the invasion and annexa- 
tion of Britain, the first major addition of territory to the Empire 
since the days of Augustus. He chose provincial governors care- 
fully and managed foreign relations with considerable skill. The 
unusual personification of Constantia (steadiness, courage, 
steadfastness) on the reverse of this beautiful gold aureus was 
first used on Claudius’ first gold coinage in AD 41 and revived in 
several subsequent years. It no doubt contrasts his even-handed 
rule with the capriciousness of his predecessor Caligula.

With no time to 
respond, Crispus, son of Constantine, wiped out Licinius’ fleet in 
the Hellespont and Constantine was able to storm across the con- 
tinent and crush Licinius at Chrysopolis on 18 September AD 324. 
Although Licinius and Martinian were initially spared, through 
the intervention of Constantia, Licinius’ wife and Constantine's 
sister; both were executed soon after on charges of conspiring to 
raise Gothic troops.

Sixty years after Rome slipped under the control of the Ostrogoths, 
the ancestral capital of the Empire was regained by East Roman 
forces, under the great general Belisarius, in May AD 536. Within 
three years, the Roman mint had reopened and began striking 
gold, silver, and bronze coins in the name of the reigning emperor, 
Justinian I “The Great.” The early gold issues were of excep- 
tional style, as exemplified by this lovely piece.

The portrait of Christ on the obverse of this solidus is the first 
numismatic representation of Jesus, and immediately followed 
the ruling of the Trullan Synod, of AD 692, that Christ could be 
depicted in human form. Justinian IT was ostentatiously devout 
and placing the divine image on his coinage was a reflection of 
this. The image is remarkably naturalistic and lifelike, and was 
likely based on the mosaic image of Christ in the apse of the 
Great Palace of Constantinople, which was itself influenced by 
Hellenistic depictions of Zeus. Some scholars have argued that 
Justinian’s choice to produce this new type came in response to 
the Umayyad caliph ‘Abd al-Malik’s minting of Byzantine-style 
solidi, bearing the Islamic statement of faith (the shahada) in AD 
692, which he used in payment of tribute to the Emperor prior to 
the eruption of the Battle of Sebastopolis the same year.

Governor of the newly created Theme of Hellas in Greece, 
Leontius was proclaimed emperor after the overthrow of 
Justinian IT, in AD 695. His first mistake was not executing his 
predecessor, instead he cut off Justinian’s nose and banished him 
to the Crimea. With the Byzantines in turmoil, the Arabs went on 
the offensive in North Africa and captured Carthage, in AD 698. 
The fleet Leontius sent to relieve the city instead rebelled and 
proclaimed its admiral Apsimar as emperor. Leontius abdicated 
and was initially spared, but was murdered after Justinian II's 
return to power, in AD 705. The coins of Leontius boast unusually 
realistic portraiture, portraying him as a portly man with a close- 
cropped beard.

Admiral of a Byzantine seat sent to relieve the siege of Carthage, 
Apsimar turned back after the Arabs sized the city and under- 
took to overthrow the feeble Emperor Leontius. He succeeded 
to the throne as Tiberius III and set about trying to recover the 
initiative against the advancing Arabs. He scored some minor 
successes against them in Asia Minor, but Carthage was lost 
forever, a terrible blow that undermined his claim to military 
prowess. Rightfully suspicious of the deposed Justinian ITI, who 
had taken refuge with the Khazars, he tried to have his rival 
extradited and executed. But Justinian eluded capture and 
returned to Constantinople at the head of a polyglot army, in AD 
705. Caught unprepared, Tiberius tried to flee, but was captured 
and executed. The scarce coinage of Tiberius shows him as a 
military man, armed with spear and shield, a motif that had not 
been seen in decades.

Upon his return to power, Justinian II immediately resumed 
his innovative coinage featuring an obverse portrait of Christ. 
The new sacred image, however, was distinctly different from 
the “classic” Christ of Justinian’s first reign. Jesus is shown 
in a seemingly more youthful guise, with a head of tight, curly 
hair and a close-cropped beard, in place of the long tresses and 
medium-length beard on coins of the first reign. Various theories 
have been put forth to explain this abrupt change in iconography, 
but it remains mysterious. At any rate, young, curly headed Christ 
proved a short-lived depiction. It would not be until the end of the 
iconoclastic era, in the late 9th century AD, that Christ would 
again be depicted on Byzantine coins, and the image would revert 
to the more traditional long-haired visage of Justinian II’s first 
reign.

Although often cited as only a mild civil servant thrust into the 
role of short-reigning emperor, Anastasius II Artemius was 
rather a more formidable character than his origins might 
suggest. An imperial secretary to several emperors, he ascended 
to the purple when soldiers from the volatile Opsikian Theme in 
Thrace rose up and overthrew the Emperor Philippicus, whose 
unorthodox religious views had alienated the populace and 
soldiery. Artemius was chosen for his intimate knowledge of the 
imperial bureaucracy and orthodox religion. He chose to rule 
under the name Anastasius in honor of the ruler of two centu- 
ries previous who had strengthened the Empire through sound 
financial measures. One of his first actions was to arrest and 
execute the conspirators against Philippicus and impose harsh 
discipline on the army. Understanding that Constantinople would 
soon be besieged by Arab armies, he repaired the walls and 
ordered construction of a new fleet, which he sent on a success- 
ful preemptive raid of Rhodes. He also placed the army of the 
Anatolian Theme under the command of the talented general Leo 
the Isaurian, later emperor, and ordered it to invade Syria. In the 
meantime, however, the unruly Thracian troops tired of his dis- 
cipline and revolted a second time; after a two-month siege they 
took Constantinople and replaced Anastasius with another civil 
servant, who ascended the throne as Theodosius III. Anastasius 
fled to Nicaea, where he abdicated and entered a monastery. 
Four years later, he attempted to resume the throne, but he was 
captured and executed.

Theodora was one of two daughters born to the Emperor 
Constantine VIII (AD 1025-1028). Unlike her sister Zoe, whom 
she detested, Theodora was bookish and solitary, preferring the 
life of the convent to the company of men. She was not above 
involving herself in the imperial family’s intrigues, however, and 
in AD 1042, she briefly reigned as co-Empress with Zoe. However, 
the sisters could not agree on anything and Zoe was hastily 
married off to the aristocrat Constantine Monomachus, who 
accepted the throne as Constantine LX. Having outlasted all other 
members of the Macedonian dynasty, Theodora accepted the 
purple as sole ruler after the death of Constantine LX, in January 
AD 1055. On the whole she ruled with frugality, caution, and com- 
petence, but her micro-management of affairs earned criticism. 
After 18 months on the throne, she fell seriously ill and chose 
for her successor the highly unsuitable civil servant Michael VI 
Bringas. Her death, in August AD 1056, brought the 187-year run 
of the Macedonian dynasty to a close. 
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ALBANIA 


Zog I gold 100 Franga Ari 1927-R MS62 NGC, Rome mint, 
KM11a.3. Two stars below bust variety. A handsome large issue 
of a collectible Albanian type and one that is reminiscent of 
elusive contemporary Italian issues. Deep honey-gold surfaces 
yield to full cartwheel luster that effortlessly glides across lightly 
frosted fields and classical motifs. 


People’s Socialist Republic silver Proof Essai “Seaport of 
Durazzo” 50 Leke (5 0z) 1986 PR68 Ultra Cameo NGC, 
Budapest mint, cf. KM58 (unlisted in Essai). A large and appeal- 
ing representative with lightly hazed but deeply mirrored fields 
highlighting the exceptionally frosted “Seaport of Durazzo” nau- 
tical scene depicted on the obverse. 


ARGENTINA 


Rio de la Plata 8 Reales 1836 RA-P MS64 PCGS, La Rioja 
mint, KM20. Near-gem and uncommonly choice for the type, 
produced with such clarity rarely seen on these popular sun-face 
issues. Subdued gunmetal surfaces reveal lightly argent under- 
tones tinged with gentle iridescence while only a light planchet 
imperfection mars the sun’s face. A type rarely seen in higher 
tiers of preservation, with one other in MS64 and a single MS64+. 


Tierra del Fuego. Territory gold “Popper” Gramo 1889 MS64 
NGC, Buenos Aires mint, KM-Tn5, Janson-7. Large letters 
obverse and reverse variety. Produced by Julius Popper, a Jewish 
Romanian-born Argentine adventurer referred to as a “modern 
conquistador.” Near-gem with lightly reflective, semi-Prooflike 
surfaces, veiled in fully sun-yellow patina. A scarce and popular 
Argentinian token. 


AUSTRALIA 


Victoria gold Sovereign 1855-SYDNEY AU58 NGC, Sydney 
mint, KM2. The first year of issue for this iconic Australian emis- 
sion, the legends exhibiting originality not often found on this 
type. Only scant instances of handling are evident to the highest 
points of Victoria’s bust, defining the assigned grade and keeping 
it from Mint State status, only populated by a single example at 
NGC and three at PCGS; the highest graded example of this issue 
we’ve offered was an AUSS.

Victoria gold Sovereign 1866-SYDNEY MS62 NGC, Sydney 
mint, KM4. An elusive early Australian type laden with lustrous 
canary-gold fields, fully struck, displaying the clearest and most 
well-expressed detail, most notable in Victoria’s bust and hair. 
Light marks are apparent across the cheek and reverse, limiting 
the assigned from a choice designation.

A radiant example of this Melbourne mint issue, the deep 
honeyed gold fields, semi-Prooflike in appearance, highlight- 
ing the frosted young head portrait of Victoria and scene of St. 
George. Bright, full luster pervades the fields of this near-gem 
and highly appealing representative. 


Victoria gold Sovereign 1899-P MS62 NGC, Perth mint, 
KM13. A key date of the mature head Australian series, sport- 
ing a mintage of 690,000, comparatively small considering other 
dates are in the millions. This issue is most commonly found in 
conditions just shy of choice, while only a handful exceed the 
designation.

Joseph II gold Ducat 1781-E MS63 NGC, Karlsburg mint, 
KM1872. A most attractive choice Austrian specimen, produced 
with such clarity and sharpness rarely seen on these early ducats.

Republic 8 Soles 1833 PTS-LM MS63 NGC, Potosi mint, 
KM97. In the upper bracket of known representatives for this 
classic Bolivian type, with a distinctive icy color preserved 
throughout, the reverse filled to the brim with die polish lines that 
are visible even from an arm’s length.

MS63 PCGS, Maz-318, VG-338. By A. Galle. A scarce “test” 
medal produced for the National Convention by the artists 
assembled at Lyon. The iconic obverse, cast in bell metal, depicts 
Liberty with a Phrygian cap and pole and was inspired by the 
Libertas Americana series struct just 9 years prior. A commend- 
able, choice example with nary an issue, and only two certified 
finer. 


Napoleon 2 Francs L’An 13 (1804/1805)-A MS63 NGC, Paris 
mint, KM658.1. An elusive issue rarely crossing the auction block 
in Choice Mint State levels of preservation or finer, boasting a 
sensitively rendered portrait of Napoleon. Distinguishing hues of 
lilac and marigold decorate this steel-gray example, displaying 
not a hint of weakness throughout. 


Napoleon gold “Hundred Days” 20 Francs 1815-W AUS50 
PCGS, Lille mint, KM705.3, Fr-524. Mintage: 9,369. Original 
toning with traces of luster in the legends; a very scarce and 
popular type struck during Napoleon’s final days as Emperor. 


Napoleon gold 40 Francs 1806-W AU53 NGC, Lille mint, 
KM675.6. One of the lower mintage specimens from this series 
with only 4,336 examples produced. Bordering on Mint State 
preservation with scant traces of handling to Napoleon’s bust, 
while the reverse face possesses originality nearly unimpacted by 
exchange. An interesting emission and rarely seen so fine.

An ornately decorated multiple Taler rarely 
encountered in this fine a condition and sure to interest collectors 
of the series.

Even the few adjustments over the emperor’s portrait seem to fit 
effortlessly into the design and do little to distract the eye.

Eichstatt - Bishopric. Sede Vacante Taler 1781-KR/OE MS63 
NGC, Nurnberg mint, KM90, Dav-2210, Gebert-103. Simply 
exquisite, and a taler type that captures perfectly on all that 
makes the date so popular among collectors: general scarcity, a 
sweeping and intricate city view, and incredible technical quality 
that allows for a full appreciation of the designs. This is only the 
second piece in this condition we have presented, the last bring- 
ing $4,080 in our September 2017 Long Beach sale. 


Eichstatt - Bishopric. Sede Vacante Taler 1781-KR/OE 
MS63 NGC, Nurnberg mint, KM90, Dav-2210. A visually 
compelling example of this renowned “City View” type that 
mesmerizes by its preservation and highly detailed motifs. The 
immediate impression in hand 1s that of a closely cared-for speci- 
men, evidenced by shimmering luster that fully envelopes the 
raised designs. The fields are dressed in a veil of silver patination, 
with touches of golden color throughout, and no easily discernible 
marks or distractions are noted. A coin sure to be recognized and 
elevated by its strong eye appeal!

Pleasingly frosted over the dynamic, raised motifs, yielding a 
clear visual juxtaposition against the hard argent luster of the 
surrounding fields. Only isolated traces of contact are noted, with 
a gradually progressing edge tone lending an element of color 
contrast to this choice representative. 
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HAMBURG 


Hamburg. Free City Taler 1694-IR MS61 NGC, KM315, Dav- 
5374. Shimmering brilliance couples with sharp features and 
serene silver tone in this wholly Mint State offering of the type. 
No meaningful traces of contact are noted, with only exceed- 
ingly light hairline marks over the surfaces serving to limit the 
assigned grade, which arguably feels conservative in light of the 
strong eye appeal displayed. 


HESSE-DARMSTADT 


Hesse-Darmstadt. Ludwig III gold 5 Mark 1877-H AU58 
PCGS, Darmstadt mint, KM356, D&S-304. Scarce and quite near 
to Mint State, still retaining a handsome degree of luster despite 
some minor wisps that bound the grade. 


HOHENLOHE-NEUENSTEIN-OEHRINGEN 


Hohenlohe-Neuenstein-Oehringen. Ludwig Friedrich Karl 
Taler 1785 OE-KRN MS63 NGC, Nirnberg mint, KM62, Dav- 
2353. A slight turn of the wrist unleashes full cascading brilliance 
over the fields of this choice specimen, confirming a caliber of 
preservation much above the norm for this conditionally chal- 
lenging issue. A variegated metallic patina and glimmering 
underlying argent color combine to yield a distinctive glassy 
appearance. Tied for the finest certified by NGC to date. 


LUBECK 


Lubeck. Free City Taler (48 Schilling) 1752-JJJ MS64 NGC, 
Lubeck mint, KM168.1, Dav-2420. Impressively brilliant and 
remarkably sharp, with notably mild annealing flaws towards 
the centers—a usually rather prominent feature for the type. At 
present, the offering is tied with one coin at PCGS for the finest 
certified. 


Libeck. Free City gold 10 Mark 1904-A MS61 NGC, Berlin 
mint, KM211, J-227. Mintage: 10,000. A comparatively chal- 
lenging post-unification gold type, with this being only the third 
example we have offered. Both sides remain pleasingly lustrous, 
some mild charcoal accents picking out the legends. 


MANSFELD-FRIEDEBURG 


Mansfeld-Friedeburg. Peter Ernst I, Bruno II, Gebhard VIII, 
& Johan Georg IV Taler 1589-BM MS62 NGC, Eisleben mint, 
Dav-9510. Of exceptional quality for the type, glistening argent 
luster bathing the entirety of the fields in a remarkable display of 
brilliance and preservation. The only example that NGC has seen 
in Mint State out of a mere three specimens certified to date. 


MECKLENBURG-STRELITZ 


Mecklenburg-Strelitz. Friedrich Wilhelm Proof Taler 1870-A 
PR64 NGC, Berlin mint, KM100, J-120, Thun-217. A one-year 
striking produced to a supposed figure of only 50,000 pieces, 
though we have no data on the number produced in this strikingly 
Proof finish. To date, this is only the third such specimen we have 
offered, with the total of 8 Proof-graded coins in NGC’s census 
pointing to the supreme scarcity of the type. 
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NASSAU-USINGEN 


Nassau-Usingen. Friedrich August Taler 1811-CT MS63 NGC, 
KM6, Dav-738, J-19. Possessing full originality and veiled in an 
age-old silver tone, under which argent luster, tinged in golden 
iridescence, gleams alluringly. No meaningful instances of han- 
dling are visible throughout, rendering this choice survivor a 
visually compelling example of the type.

Soundly struck upon a 
yellow-gold flan, leaving sharp central motifs, bordered by crisp 
legends in the peripheries. Though lightly circulated, there are no 
signs of heavier handling, with only expected flatness and gloss 
at the higher points, resulting from natural wear. 


Nurnberg. Free City Taler 1765 SS-GNR MS64 NGC, KM34/7, 
Dav-2490. Struck for the Peace of Hubertusburg. Decorated 
in a well-balanced and slightly silty, aged patina, a turn of the 
wrist unveiling a lovely sheen of underlying silvery luster. Even 
close inspection yields exceedingly little handling, rendering this 
example a strong contender for the conditionally conscious col- 
lector. 


Nurnberg. Free City Taler 1768-SR MS63 Prooflike NGC, 
Nurnberg mint, KM350, Dav-2494. With the name and titles of 
Joseph II. A glittering piece that even seasoned collectors of the 
series will recognize as a special, at the very least early, striking 
owing to its utter precision of execution. Each element of the 
design has been produced to painstaking precision, imbued with 
an indelible mint frost, while the fields surrounding are wells of 
pondlike reflectivity. 


Nurnberg. Free City gold 2 Ducat MDCC (1700)-GFN UNC 
Details (Surface Hairlines) NGC, KM259, Fr-1882. A difficult 
gold multiple whose iconic imagery and medallic execution led 
many to suffer use in jewelry. Fortunately, this example has been 
spared the harsh cleaning or tooling that so often afflicts the 
series, its few hairlines just slightly muting the luster, while the 
designs remain deeply impressed. 


POMERANIA 


Pomerania - Swedish Occupation. Carl XII Medallic Taler 
1709 MS62 NGC, KM-XMI, Dav-1872. Occupation issue struck 
in the name of Carl XII of Sweden. Subtly Prooflike and attrac- 
tively patinated in lilac tone, yielding a glossy sheen of luster that 
culminates in a ring of blue-green iridescence at the peripheries, 
contrasting against a soft but noteworthy undercurrent of gold 
throughout. A popular type, of which only a single example certi- 
fies finer at NGC. 


PRUSSIA 


Prussia. Friedrich Wilhelm I gold 1/2 Wilhelms d’Or 1739- 
EGN MS62 PCGS, Berlin mint, KM221, Marienburg-Unl., von 
Schrotter-188. A rare Prussian gold type, entirely missing from 
Bahrfeldt’s famous catalog of the Marienburg Collection, and 
currently the only certified specimen. Highly medallic to the 
obverse, the reverse shows an equally careful preparation with 
heavy die polish visible throughout the surfaces.

A wholly enticing 
offering boasting a scarce portrait style of Johann Georg I donned 
in full plate armor and struck in celebration of the Peace of 
Westphalia. Light tooling and graffiti noted by the holder is 
generally muted on the expansive, uniformly argent planchet, 
which lends itself well to the as-struck and appropriately rendered 
motifs. NGC erroneously attributes this as Dav-LS391, the 6 Taler 
variety. A type rarely seen crossing the auction block, especially 
this well preserved. 


SCHAUMBURG-LIPPE 


Schaumburg-Lippe. Albrecht Georg gold 20 Mark 1904-A 
AU58 NGC, Berlin mint, KMS51, J-285. A coin that feels virtually 
Mint State in hand - a fact owed to a combination of utterly sharp 
detail and immense golden flashiness that persists across the 
entirety of the fields. The second and last date produced for this 
two-year type, struck in a low mintage of only 5,500. 


SILESIA-LIEGNITZ-BRIEG 


Silesia-Liegnitz-Brieg. Christian Taler 1671 GFH-CBS 
MS62 NGC, KM490, Dav-7741. By Christoph Brettschelder 
and Georg Franz Hoffmann. An utterly sharp representative that 
benefits from a precision strike, rendering intricate detail within 
Christian’s hair and armor, as well as in the feathers of the central 
eagle motif. A slight flan curvature and rolling sheen of luster 
lends the quintessential appearance of a coin produced with roller 
dies, while a steel patina contributes a sense of age to this argu- 
ably conservatively graded and sole NGC-certified specimen. 
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TEUTONIC ORDER 


Teutonic Order. Maximilian I of Austria 2 Taler 1614 AU58 
NGC, KM30, Dav-5854. A superb representative retaining scin- 
tillating surfaces and a near Mint State level of detail featuring 
only slight wisps of handling notable to Maximillian’s portrait. 
The aesthetic caliber of the current specimen is superior to most 
circulated examples and will garner significant interest from 
bidders. 


WURTTEMBERG 


Wiurttemberg. Wilhelm I gold 5 Gulden 1825-W MS63+ 
Prooflike NGC, Stuttgart mint, KM563, Fr-3613, D&S-229. 
Mintage: 5,956. A very carefully produced striking, its attention 
to detail readily apparently in the Prooflike designation awarded 
by NGC. Indeed, even when held at an arm’s length, the coin’s 
reflectivity is readily apparent. Although NGC does not display 
population data for this piece, it is almost certainly the only such 
example to be awarded this superior certification, and 1s likely 
among the finest available.

Wurttemberg. Karl I Proof “Ulm Cathedral” 2 Taler 1871 
PR64 NGC, Stuttgart mint, KM618, Dav-961, Thun-442. 
Mintage: 4,031. Struck in celebration of the completion of the 
Ulm Cathedral. A coin whose darkened gunmetal patination and 
icy device frosting produces a virtually cameo contrast. Highly 
covetable at this level, we would note that only 3 examples cur- 
rently certify finer. 


GERMANY 


Weimar Republic nickel Pattern “Oak Tree” 5 Mark 1932-A 
MS62 NGC, Berlin mint, KM-Pn353a, Schaaf-331/M10. Plain 
edge. A quite rare off-metal “probe” of the ever-popular Oak Tree 
design, and only the second such example we have ever offered. 
For his part, Schaaf only noted a single example, which was in far 
inferior condition. Although the cited Standard Catalog of World 
Coins Pattern number states that it refers to the design of KM56 
(the Goethe 3 Mark), this appears to us likely a typo for the type 
of KM76. 


Weimar Republic gold Proof Medallic “Hindenburg” 10 Mark 
1928-Dated PR68 Cameo NGC, KM-XMS. 23mm. Bernhart 
issue. An effortlessly charming Proof, which, though NGC does 
not contain population information, is likely very near the peak of 
certified examples. 


GOLD COAST 


British Outpost. George III Tackoe 1796 MS65 NGC, 
KM-Tnl, FT-9. Mintage: 5,760. An extremely impressive level 
of preservation for this issue that is more often found well cir- 
culated, as indicated by the two examples present in Pridmore’s 
own collection: one a Proof and the other, by contrast, a mere VF. 
Unsurprisingly, this example correspondingly ranks as the single 
finest certified by NGC, a full three grade points about the next 
highest. We note that while the Standard Catalog lists a mintage 
for the type of 5,760, Vice records 12,160 struck. 


GREAT BRITAIN 


Henry V (1413-1422) gold 1/4 Noble ND (1413-1422) UNC 
Details (Removed From Jewelry) NGC, Tower mint, S-1756. 
1.75gm. A sharp Quarter Noble struck during the reign of Henry 
of Monmouth, lustrous and crisp, with an appealing clay-red tone 
serving to accentuate the obverse features. A scarce type, espe- 
cially so in Mint State condition. 
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Henry VII (1485-1509) gold Angel ND (1505-1509) AU55 
NGC, Tower mint, Pheon mm, S-2187, N-1698, Schneider-544 var. 
(AGLIE spelling). 5.10gm. (pheon) h€nRIC (large crook-shaped 
abbreviation) + DI? + GRA’ x REX + AGLIE€’ x Z + FR’ x (saltire 
stops), crowned, nimbate figure of the Archangel with both feet 
on the dragon (Satan), spearing with cross-tipped staff / (pheon) 
PER: CRVC€’: TVA’ x SALVA: nOS: XP€’: RED’ (double saltire 
stops), Tudor shield over ship, h above. Soundly struck on a full 
flan with only mild evidence of waviness, light wear keeping 
from blending the devices together. 


James I Crown ND (1624) VF30 NGC, Tower mint, Trefoil 
mm, Third Coinage, KM63, S-2664. Comparatively fine quality 
for James’ crown coinage, whose shallow engraving and weak 
expression to the central features leads to few surviving with 
appreciable detail. This example in particular comes imbued with 
a halo of iridescent tones around the rims that creates a singu- 
lar visual appeal. We note that the date on the holder and Spink 
number are incorrect. 


Charles I gold Unite ND (1625-1626) MS61 NGC, Tower mint 
(under Charles I), Cross Calvary mm, KM151.1, S-2687, N-2148, 
Brooker-30 (same dies). 9.07gm. (cross calvary) * CAROLVS: D’ 
G’ MAG’ « BRIT’ ¢ FRA’ « ET’ « HI’ * REX »¢, crowned, mantled 
bust of Charles left, XX (denomination) behind / (cross calvary) 
FLORENT CONCORDIA ¢ REGNA », crowned Stuart arms. An 
astounding grade for any gold type from Charles I’s reign, and 
of the English Civil War in general, the prize nature of his Unite 
coinage unfortunately leaded to cleaning among past generations 
of collectors, if not outright use in jewelry contemporaneously. 
And yet, the present coin exhibits unmistakably Mint State char- 
acteristics. The flan is entirely lustrous and lined with die polish, 
a mild die shift creating little disturbance to the intelligibil- 
ity of the legends, while the whole of the piece is near perfectly 
centered on a full flan. Certainly among the upper echelons of 
Charles I Unites we have handled, and a through-and-through 
gorgeous example. Sold with old CoinCraft tag. 


Commonwealth 6 Pence 1649 AU55 NGC, KM389.1, S-3219, 
ESC-177 (prev. ESC-1483). 2.84gm. A technical grade that should 
instantly attract the attention of English Commonwealth collec- 
tors for its sheer outlier status; for comparison, the next finest 
NGC has graded is an XF45. Though a bit softly struck to the 
highpoints, the presence of trace luster is fully appreciable in 
hand, aided by an underlying golden tone. 


Commonwealth Shilling 1649 XF40 NGC, KM390.1, S-3217. 
5.84gm. Admirable quality for a series best known for its rela- 
tively poor minting standards, this coin exhibiting ideal centering 
and strong peripheral detail, allowing for an easy reading of the 
legends. 


Commonwealth Crown 1653 AU55 NGC, KM392, S-3214, 
ESC-6. Sun mintmark. A formidable offering of an iconic issue. 
On its face, a uniformly pewter representative; upon illumination 
the surfaces come alive, silhouetted in vibrant iridescent hues 
throughout the obverse, the reverse dressed in mellow peach 
overtones. The current example is one of the finer specimens 
we’ve offered in recent memory in terms of both grade designa- 
tion and overall eye appeal. An opportunity not to be missed. 


Commonwealth Crown 1653 F12 PCGS, KM392, S-3214. A 
well-circulated representative whose wear alone necessarily 
reveals a storied history in exchange. A balanced, deeper patina 
indicates a degree of originality so often sought by collectors. 


Oliver Cromwell Shilling 1658 XF45 NGC, KM-A207, S-3228, 
ESC-1005. A challenging, though often overlooked, denomi- 
nation from Cromwell’s short tenure of Lord Protector of the 
Commonwealth. Though given comparatively less attention than 
the popular Crown-sized coins of the same reign, this piece is no 
less pleasing, its soundness of strike confirmed by overall light, 
even distribution of wear over its devices despite clear circulation 
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Oliver Cromwell Crown 1658/7 XF40 PCGS, KM393.2, S-3226, 
ESC-10. Dies by Thomas Simon. Displaying strong detail con- 
sidering circulation, with calm, ashen surfaces, uniformly toned 
and pleasingly undisturbed, this example offers an abundance 
of detail and character for the viewer’s admiration while com- 
promising on very little. Soft charcoal color clings to the legends, 
furthering a degree of visual contrast already achieved between 
the fields and the subtly lightened features of the design. 


James II 6 Pence 1686 MS63 PCGS, KM456.1, S-3412. A 
significantly more challenging denomination from James II’s 
short reign than his oft-targeted crowns, the comparatively more 
“modest” purchasing power of such coins leading to their wide- 
spread use in circulation. Radiant with a clear airy patina that 
brightens as the piece is rotated in hand, and the finest certified 
example we have offered. 


William & Mary Crown 1692 VF30 PCGS, KM478, S-3433. 
Displaying balanced signs of circulation wear over surfaces 
dressed in a soft, silty tone. Remnants of mint luster gleam from 
underneath. 


William III 1/2 Penny 1696 UNC Details (Corrosion Removed) 
PCGS, KM-A483.1, S-3554. Toned to a deep mahogany, with 
light granularity visible throughout the surfaces. 


William III 1/2 Crown 1698 MS63 PCGS, KM492.2, S-3494, 
ESC-554. DECIMO edge. Very nearly possessing the visual 
appeal of a finer-graded piece, hardly any singularly noteworthy 
signs of contact observable anywhere across the fields. Some 
minor haymarking appears over the bust, though this does 
nothing to interrupt the coin’s natural beauty. 


William II Crown 1695 MS63 NGC, K M486, S-3470, ESC-991 
(prev. ESC-87). OCTAVO edge. A classic Crown type, known 
to come plagued by shallowness of engraving, particularly to 
William’s portrait. And yet, even with the crispness and bright 
luster of the margins zeroing in the viewer’s gaze to the central 
features, these offer no grounds for complaint, the king’s visage 
sharply rendered and appreciable from all angles. 


William III Crown 1695 MS62 NGC, KM486, S-3470. Dressed 
in rich metallic shades carrying a striking undercurrent of blue 
iridescence to the obverse. The designs are consistently struck- 
up, yielding an immediate impression of Mint State quality when 
considered alongside the noteworthy luster present throughout. 


William III gold Guinea 1697 AU55 NGC, KM498.1, S-3460, 
Schneider-492-493, Farey-400 (ER). Second Bust. An extremely 
rare Guinea date, inaugurating William IV’s sole reign gold 
coinage following the death of Queen Mary in 1694. Represented 
by just a single other specimen in NGC’s census (a VF) and in 
recent sales records, this is the first such piece we have presented, 
and was additionally a date altogether missing from the Terner 
Collection. 


George I Farthing 1719 MS63 Brown PCGS, KM556, S-3662. 
Large letters. Glossy and appealingly toned, with a light cocoa 
patina overlying a soft undercurrent of copper-red color. Highly 
appealing in hand and easily conservatively graded. 


George I 1/2 Penny 1720 MS64 Brown PCGS, K M556, S-3660. 
Endowed with a soft mahogany tone over surfaces that remain 
decidedly more “flashy” than the typical aged copper coin, which 
is often characterized by a glossier appearance. A difficult type 
to acquire in so fine a conditional state, and preserved at the very 
cusp of gem classification. 


George I Shilling 1720 MS63 PCGS, KM539.2, S-3646. Plain 
angles. Dressed in an age-old patina of russet and silver, the 
strike sharp throughout and underlying luster gleaming in the 
fields. 


George I gold 1/4 Guinea 1718 MS65 NGC, KM555, S-3638. 
Remarkably fresh quality throughout, with grades such as this 
almost unheard of for early Georgian gold minors. Only one 
piece at present certifies finer out of 115 seen by NGC to date (an 
MS66+), confirming this coin’s standout status as clear condi- 
tional outlier.

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Centrally struck, with free-flowing luster enhancing the visual 
presentation underneath a delicate veil of silvery patination.

George II 1/2 Crown 1743 MS62 PCGS, KM584.1, S-3694. A 
charming cabinet piece, possessing engaging rainbow iridescence 
in the outer registers that reaches a crescendo as the viewer turns 
to the obverse. Mild cabinet friction is noted on the highest points 
on the roses which, together with some mild obverse scuffing, 
likely accounts for the just shy of Choice grade. 


George II “Lima” 1/2 Crown 1746 MS63 PCGS, KM584.3, 
S-3695A. A historically important issue struck from Spanish 
silver seized at Lima, Peru. A piece which perfectly pairs careful 
preservation with stunning cabinet toning, the rainbow of irides- 
cence in the margins framing the sharply rendered central reliefs, 
resulting in an allover standout specimen. 


George IIT Crown 1734 XF45 NGC, KM575.1, S-3686, ESC-1663. 
Roses & Plumes reverse. A pleasing example of this 18th-century 
large type, with steel-toned surfaces and a lightening across the 
devices lending a cameo-like contrast. 


George II Crown 1743 AUS55 NGC, KM585.1, S-3688. Roses 
reverse. Darkened accents grip the design motifs of this lightly 
circulated example, accentuating the raised features and resulting 
in a lovely, balanced aesthetic appeal. Patinated to a uniform steel 
hue, with significant touches of blue iridescence noted through- 
out. 


George II “Lima” Crown 1746 AU53 NGC, KM5835.3, S-3689. 
A much desired type struck from captured Spanish silver. The 
piece displays a pleasing old-world toning, attractive glossy luster 
that animates the surfaces, and quite an impressive expression of 
detail for the technical designation. 


George III silver Proof Restrike 1/2 Penny 1797-SOHO PR63 
NGC, Soho mint, KM-PnB64, Peck-1163 (VR). Struck on 3mm 
flan. By W.J. Taylor after Ktchler. A very rare later striking from 
reworked original dies that, while very skillfully produced— 
showing reflectivity in the fields that approaches Soho Mint 
quality—displays recutting on much of George III’s hair as well 
as the “K” on his bust and “SOHO” on the reverse. This piece, 
very attractively toned, exhibits lively copper-gold and royal-blue 
patina over the obverse centers, with mostly gray-brown reverse 
surfaces. Only minor handling is observed. Contemporary corre- 
spondence suggests that only 18-20 coins were struck per die that 
Taylor had acquired, and considering that restrikes were produced 
in various metals, that would suggest a mintage of no more than a 
few in silver. 


George III bronzed copper Proof Penny 1797-SOHO PR64+ 
PCGS, Soho mint, Peck-1118. Plain edge. A completely struck 
Proof representative featuring deep mahogany central tone ringed 
in a softer cocoa hue within the outer border. Carefully preserved 
and very nearly gem. 


George III bronzed-copper Proof “Cartwheel” 2 Pence 1797- 
SOHO PR64 PCGS, Soho mint, KM619, S-3776. Immensely 
glossy in the centers, in which a unique and appealing wood- 
grained surface tone envelopes features rendered to painstaking 
precision. Handled with exceeding care, leaving no mention- 
worthy distractions to the surfaces. 

Reserve: 


George III gold 1/3 Guinea 1808 MS64 NGC, KM650, S-3740. 
A classic “military” type produced in response to the Napoleonic 
Wars, its certification quite literally near the peak for quality 
awarded by NGC— just one MS64+ grading finer. Free of any 
evidence of haymarking, close inspection reveals faint die polish 
over both sides, coupling with cartwheel luster to confirm its 
enviable status. 
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George III Bank Dollar of 5 Shillings 1804 MS63 NGC, 
KM-Tnl, S-3768. Struck to commendable clarity, resulting in 
full detail throughout both George’s bust and the reverse motifs. 
Hints of the undertype are visible throughout, particularly in 
the legends, while strong silvery brilliance and gentle handling 
underscore NGC’s Choice Mint State grade designation. 


George III silver Pattern “Garter” Bank Dollar 1804 AUS8 
NGC, KM-Pn66, L&S-91, ESC-1963 (prev. ESC-182). A fasci- 
nating Pattern “Bank Dollar” overstruck on a Spanish colonial 8 
Reales. Impressively, a sufficient level of detail in the undertype 
is present within the legends to firmly attribute the host as an 
1802 Mexico City 8 Reales of Charles IV. Lightly circulated, with 
a variegated pattern of gentle tone overlying gleaming luster in 
the fields. 


George III gold 1/2 Sovereign 1817 MS66 PCGS, KM673, 
S-3786, Marsh-400. Astonishingly fresh and remarkably well- 
preserved, that such a piece has been long recognized for its 
exquisite quality is confirmed by its older generation holder. 
Indeed, even under close inspection, hardly a flaw worthy of note 
can be discerned, the fields instead resounding with satin origi- 
nality and just a hint of die polish. Notably, this piece is situated 
alongside just one other in this peak grade out of over 204 seen 
between NGC and PCGS combined. 


George III Mint Error - Obverse Brockage gold 1/2 Sovereign 
1817 AUS55 PCGS, K M673, S-3786. An extremely rare error type 
for the gold issues of George III’s reign. Though one occasionally 
sees brockages in silver, this is not so for the Sovereigns and Half- 
Sovereigns of the period, rendering this barely circulated example 
as one of the highest scarcity. A full incuse mirror impression of 
the obverse design is displayed to the true reverse, while ample 
aurous luster and sharp detail confirm that this specimen was 
pulled from circulation not long after entering exchange. 


George III gold Sovereign 1820 MS63 PCGS, K M674, S-3785C. 
Large Dot, Open 2 variety. Endowed with an appealing sun-gold 
color over surfaces that exhibit charming and highly satiny luster, 
the otherwise uniform hue punctuated by minute and gentle 
touches of deep amber tone. A type rarely seen finer than this. 


George IV gold 1/2 Sovereign 1821 MS64 PCGS, KM681, 
S-3802. A fantastic example of this conditionally challenging 1/2 
Sovereign issue, displaying highly fluid and shimmering golden 
luster, enhanced by a framing amber tone that grips the legends 
and transforms subtly into the yellow-gold color of the central 
fields. The strike is full, only further positioning this near-gem as 
a highly compelling type candidate. 


George IV gold 1/2 Sovereign 1826 MS65 PCGS, KM/700, 
S-3804. A scintillating gem representative of the type, dem- 
onstrating warm golden luster, coupled with a crisp strike that 
renders sharply crafted detail across the design motifs. Decidedly 
upper-end for the issue, and tied for the finest seen by PCGS to 
date, while NGC has seen only two “MS66” examples. 


George IV gold Sovereign 1821 AUS5 ANACS, K M682, S-3800. 
Retaining excellent detail and gleaming, watery traces of luster 
despite limited circulation wear, the whole of the surfaces deco- 
rated in a deep golden tone that heightens the eye appeal and 
character of the piece. 


George IV gold Sovereign 1829 AUS58 NGC, KM696, S-3801. 
Displaying only the barest traces of circulation wear, and exceed- 
ingly close to Mint State condition. Satiny, golden brilliance grips 
the legends. 


George IV gold Sovereign 1829 AU58 NGC, KM696, S-3801. 
Lightly circulated and exhibiting the majority of its original 
struck detail, which is embraced by warm expressions of satiny 
luster, particularly in the outer registers. 


George IV gold Sovereign 1829 AUS8 NGC, KM696, S-3801. 
Attractively detailed, only the faintest rub to the devices and scat- 
tered friction in the fields noted, while a sharp cartwheel effect is 
preserved in the obverse margins and throughout the reverse.

Radiant throughout and struck to the highest degree of precision, 
yielding full design motifs that soar above the surrounding fields.

The lustrous fields are only minimally impacted by instances of 
light handling friction. 


George IV gold Sovereign 1830 AUS5S NGC, KM696, S-3801. 
An appealing, circulated representative whose strike leaves ample 
detail even after modest use in exchange. 


George IV gold Sovereign 1830 AUS55 NGC, KM696, S-3801. 
Lightly rubbed at the higher points, with stark mint brilliance 
preserved in the outer registers. 


George IV gold 2 Pounds 1823 MS60 NGC, KM690, S-3798. A 
collectible one-year type found in Mint State preservation with 
crisply struck motifs adorned in muted, lustrous, sun-gold sur- 
faces. Despite hairlines throughout the fields, the recesses of the 
legends still retain prominent originality. 


William IV gold Sovereign 1831 MS63 PCGS, KM717, S-3829. 
A decidedly Choice Mint State specimen fully deserving of the 
assigned grade; highly luminous and silky surfaces adorn this 
honeyed example, the reverse especially attractive with semi- 
Prooflike appearances. Light marks across the face of William IV 
likely hinder the piece from loftier designations. 


William IV gold Sovereign 1835 MS63 PCGS, KM717, 
S-3829B. The second lowest-mintage date in the William IV sov- 
ereign series, ranking among the top-graded specimens at both 
NGC and PCGS alike. Though mild contact can be observed over 
the king’s portrait, this does little to break the natural flow of the 
eye over the designs. 


William IV gold Sovereign 1837 MS63 PCGS, K M717, S-3829B. 
A super choice example, the canary-gold planchet struck with 
exacting precision, bathed in a wholly lustrous surface. The 
reverse is much finer than the assigned grade would indicate, 
with virtually flawless satiny fields devoid of the marks seen 
throughout the obverse. 


Victoria Penny 1860 MS64 Red and Brown NGC, 
KM749.1, S-3954. Toothed borders with additional hor- 
izontal “N” in ONE. Shimmering coppery luster graces the 
surfaces, with the presence of only a faint patina contributing 
to the “Brown” portion of the assigned color designation. An 
appealing example free of any significant marks or distractions.

Victoria Penny 1871 MS65 Red and Brown PCGS, KM749.2, 
S-3954. Mildly glossy over surfaces displaying striking underly- 
ing mint radiance, which shines brightly through minute breaks 
in the delicately laid tone. Clearly handled with great care, and 
absolutely gem in all respects. The single finest example seen by 
PCGS. 


Victoria Shilling 1850 AU Details (Cleaning) PCGS, KM734.1, 
S-3904. The key date for the Victoria’s Young Head Shilling 
series, and thus an issue that always finds itself in high collec- 
tor demand. Though displaying circulation rub throughout, the 
Queen’s portrait is struck to praiseworthy sharpness, while the 
reverse crown and wreath preserve much of their original detail. 


Victoria “Godless” Florin 1849 MS64 NGC, KM745, S-3890. 
Variety with WW. Only a one-year legend alteration to this 
famous Victorian type, which even under magnification seems 
very much to be on the cusp of gem certification. 
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Victoria Proof “Gothic” Crown 1847 PR61 NGC, KM744, 
S-3883, ESC-2571. UN DECIMO edge. This attractively styled 
and iconic Proof Crown of Victoria, sensitively rendered and 
razor-sharp, features the crowned bust of the young queen and 
ornately decorated arms framed in stylized Gothic lettering. A 
wholly popular style of the mid-19th century and one of few 
contemporary coins seen utilizing the aesthetic revival. While 
the portrait is lightly frosted, heavy hairlining to the lower-lying 
fields establishes the grade. 


Victoria Proof “Gothic” Crown 1847 Proof Details (Stained) 
NGC, KM744, S-3883, ESC-2571. UN DECIMO edge. Slightly 
milky in its overall appearance, though still exhibiting an unbro- 
ken mirrored flash over both sides. A more attainable selection of 
this popular crown that quickly escalates in value in finer states 
of preservation.

12.60gm By G. W. de Saulles, 
after T. Brock and W. Wyon. A beautiful sharply defined speci- 
men with a pleasant color to the gold, accentuating the dual busts 
of Victoria with a subdued gleam. Previous examples have been 
certified as Proofs, the dies sandblasted to give a matte finish. 


Edward VII gold 2 Pounds 1902 MS61 NGC, KM806, S-3968. 
Displaying subdued luster owing to scattered light friction, while 
satiny qualities and precisely rendered (and preserved) detail 
serve to confirm the Mint State designation. A sought-after type, 
particularly when located uncirculated. 


Trinity College gold Specimen Award Medal ND SP64 PCGS, 
Eimer-1453A. 32.10gm. 38mm. An attractively styled and precise- 
ly struck portrait of Elizabeth in ornate garb adorns the deeply 
patinated obverse of this gold Medal, the reverse inscribed with 
the recipient’s name “Guilelmus G. Joynt.” Accompanied by the 
original embossed red leather presentation box. 


George V Crown 1934 AU58 PCGS, KM836, S-4036. An 
extremely low-mintage issue, boasting a production of a mere 932 
pieces. Just shy of Mint State with only minor wisps of handling 
evident throughout, muted by an allover subtle cabinet tone and a 
general light reflectivity.

A classic coronation Proof, featuring just a mild 
degree of device frosting and some minor haze in the peripheries.

A representative which reaches towards techni- 
cal pristineness, its Ultra Cameo designation confirmed by the 
day-and-night contrasts between the fields and devices. A small 
scratch appears to the right of the arms on the reverse, noted for 
the sake of completeness. 


Elizabeth II silver Proof “Una and the Lion” 5 Pounds 2019 
PR69 Ultra Cameo NGC, KM-Unl. Mintage: 3,000. An iconic 
and extremely popular modern issue struck on the 80th anni- 
versary of William Wyon’s acclaimed 1839 Una and the Lion 5 
Pounds.

GUATEMALA 


Charles III 8 Reales 1763 G-P AU55 NGC, Nueva Guatemala 
mint, KM27.1, Cal-995 (prev. Cal-812). Handsome quality for this 
challenging date, and an issue that almost always comes in lower 
states of preservation. To date, this is one of the finest certified 
representatives we have presented, the Rudman example being 
an XF45. For the sake of accuracy, we note some mild scuffing 
around the A and Q of VTRAQUE. 


Ferdinand VII gold Escudo 1817 NG-M AU55 NGC, Nueva 
Guatemala mint, KM74, Fr-25, Cal-1495 (prev. Cal-278). A bright 
and appealing coin, lemon-gold centers developing a mellow 
reddish tone as the eye moves outwards, much original luster 
present particularly on the reverse. Boldly struck and nearly Mint 
State - an enticing piece. 


Ferdinand VII gold 8 Escudos 1817 NG-M AU55 NGC, Nueva 
Guatemala mint, KM71, Cal-1752 (prev. Cal-11), Onza-1209 
(Rare). The final date for this only three-year type minted in 
Guatemala, and the only reasonably attainable year in the series. 
Preserved at a level generally above the majority of surviving 
examples, the current offering possesses a noticeably Prooflike 
glow to the surfaces, its few adjustment marks blending quite 
seamlessly into the overall design. For the sake of completeness, 
a small lamination flaw is noted in the word AUSPICE on the 
reverse.

Featuring a recognizable obverse depicting 
a metallic sun-laden mountainscape while the reverse boasts 
motifs with light wisps of handling and a punch mark to the “R” 
in “PROVISIONAL.” 


Central American Republic gold 2 Escudos 1846 NG-A XF45 
NGC, Nueva Guatemala mint, KM12, Fr-28. Though moderately 
circulated, this attractive example displays an abundance of scin- 
tillating golden luster that embellishes the instantly recognizable 
ceiba tree and mountain designs. An elusive type that finds itself 
contested in nearly all states of preservation. 


Republic gold 8 Pesos 1864-R AU58 NGC, Guatemala mint, 
KM184, Fr-33. Comparatively “choice” for a type that 1s much 
more prolific in heavily circulated grades, with only a single 
example yet being awarded Mint State status. Though bound in 
its designation by some admitted rub on the cheek and hair, the 
fields contain bold die polish, the reverse in particular appearing 
fully uncirculated. 


Republic gold 16 Pesos 1869-R AU53 PCGS, Guatemala mint, 
KM188, Fr-39. Mintage: 16,000. A one-year type featuring the 
portrait of Rafael Carrera. Highly lustrous and exhibiting only 
faint friction and rub throughout to limit the assigned grade. 


Republic gold 20 Pesos 1869-R MS62 PCGS, Guatemala mint, 
KM194, Fr-38. Mintage: 16,000. A comparatively lofty Mint State 
survivor within this series, resplendent with an eye-catching mint 
flash. Due to frequent mishandling and its low original mintage, 
few examples have come down to the present day free of cleaning, 
circulation, or excessive contact marks. Presently outranked by a 
mere two specimens a point finer at NGC, and a clear conditional 
outlier. 


Republic gold 10 Quetzales 1926-(P) MS63 PCGS, Philadelphia 
mint, KM245. Mintage: 18,000. Near the peak of both the NGC 
and PCGS censuses for this scarce one-year type, and a coin that 
is more often seen with heavy bagmarks and general conditional 
issues. 


HAWAII 


Kamehameha IIT Cent 1847 MS63 Brown NGC, K Mla. A very 
high grade for this frequently cleaned or damaged type, with a 
remarkably small percentage of the certified population ranking 
finer. Though revealing some minor marks that bound the des- 
ignation, the coin on the whole displays a pleasing teal tone over 
almost brassy-yellow surfaces. 


HONG KONG 


British Colony. Victoria Dollar 1866 AU Details (Cleaned, 
Rim Filing) NGC, Hong Kong mint, KM10, Prid-1. The inaugu- 
ral date both for the type and for the Hong Kong mint as a whole, 
and an issue that rarely comes in any sort of appreciable quality. 
Though admittedly cleaned, the present example shows all evi- 
dence of a laudable strike, its devices firmly executed with little 
serious evidence of circulation wear. 


HUNGARY 


Sigismund gold Goldgulden ND (1387-1437) MS64 NGC, 
Buda mint, Fr-9, Husz-572, CNH-118, Lengyel-Unl. 3.53gm. «S 
¢e LADISL | AVS « REX, crowned, nimbate, mantled figure of St. 
Ladislaus standing facing, axe in right hand, orb in left; I-V to 
either side /+SIGISmVnDI * D* Ge R * VnGARIE, quartered 
shield. Supremely lustrous, this near-gem is sharply struck and 
well-centered, and offers the viewer a tremendous degree of eye 
appeal. Interestingly, although the initials I-V are recorded by 
Huszar, they are not noted by Lengyel, who only documents V-I 
(Lengyel-17/5). 
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Wladislaus II (1490-1516) gold Goldgulden ND (1495-1499) 
MS64 NGC, Nagyszeben (Hermannstadt) mint, Husz-761, Pohl- 
L28-5, Lengyel-77/12. 3.46gm. * S * LADISL | AVS « REX, 
crowned, nimbate, and mantled figure of St. Ladislaus stand- 
ing facing, ax in left hand, orb in right; h-(dog) to either side 
/ WLADISLAV |S «Re VnGARIE ¢, Madonna and child 
enthroned; raven below. A scarce issue from this Transylvanian 
mint, minted from mildly rusted dies, though still possessing 
ample radiant luster. Rarely located in any condition, let alone on 
the cusp of gem status, and sure to pique collector interest as such. 


Rudolf II Taler 1593-KB MS63 NGC, Kremnitz mint, 
KM-MB254, Dav-8066. Simply a significant conditional rarity 
for a coin of its age and method of manufacture, so many of the 
type coming heavily cleaned if not poorly struck. Replete with an 
icy mint glow that exudes originality, this specimen is tied with 
the Hesselgesser example for the finest certified. 


Karl VI Taler 1715 MS63 NGC, Uncertain mint (Hermannstadt?) 
in Transylvania, KM555, Dav-1101, Resch-8. An exceedingly 
scarce Taler in regards to type and date, the bust design utilized 
for just two years. A choice representative laden with ample luster 
shimmering across an exactly rendered stoic portrait of Karl VI, 
light champagne undertones abounding. Seldom seen coming to 
market, especially in such fine designations. 


Franz Joseph I gold 100 Korona 1908-KB AU Details (Spot 
Removals) NGC, Kremnitz mint, KM491, Fr-249. Mintage: 4,038. 
Original striking. A type best known from the frequently seen 
later restrikes, though only very seldom located as an original in 
any condition—compared to over 300 restrikes yet seen by NGC, 
fewer than 40 originals appear in their census. Of supreme desir- 
ability as such, and a great series rarity. 


INDIA 


Sultans of Dehli. Ghiyath al-Din Balban (AH 664-686 / AD 
1266-1287) gold Tanka AH 675 (AD 1276/1277) MS63 NGC, 
Dehli mint, ICV-2447, G&G-D155. Remarkably pristine for the 
issue, well-centered, though produced on a mildly undersized 
flan, leading to the exclusion of the obverse legends. Most surviv- 
ing examples come at the very least lightly circulated or slightly 
bent, making soundly choice survivors such as this piece a clear 
outlier. 


Mysore. Tipu Sultan 2 Rupees AH 1218 Year 8 (1803/1804) 
MS61 NGC, Patan (Seringpatan) mint, KM127a, Dav-250. A 
fully struck example, visually defined by a lovely cabinet patina 
of intermingled graphite and charcoal color.

Currently, only a single coin at NGC ranks a point finer, 
with the Hamilton specimen we sold in June 2019 ranking at a

(c. AD 584-615) MS62 ANACS, cf. MEC I-305-306 (differ- 
ent style bust, more literate legends). Struck in the name of the 
Byzantine Emperor Maurice Tiberius. DU mVT | Tb PP VV, 
degenerate and highly stylized Byzantine-style bust left with 
prominent brow and low ear / VUROKIV VITORII (degenerate 
CONOB below), stylized angel left. An incredibly handsome and 
well-produced Lombardic tremissis, lacking much of the usual 
softness encountered in the series, with faint die polish visible 
throughout the surfaces. Though stylistically quite distinct from 
the imitative types in the name of Maurice Tiberius listed in 
Medieval European Coinage, a group of three very similar exam- 
ples (likely from the same workshop) appeared in the Lawrence 
Adams Collection (CNG Auction 100, October 2015) as lots 377- 
379.

Tuscany. Cosimo III Piastre 1680 AU5S NGC, Dav-4211. 
Excepting the lightest hint of rub on the highest points, this 
lustrous example, clearly struck and expressing ample detail, 
feels Mint State in hand.

Matte finish.

An elusive, 
richly patinated, small denomination emission rarely encountered 
at auction and absent from Norweb, Gerber, and Eliasberg. Only 
three have been certified by PCGS and NGC, a VF25, this speci- 
men, and a lofty MS60. 


Ferdinand VI gold 2 Escudos 1755 Mo-MM AU53 NGC, Mexico 
City mint, KM126.2, Cal-657 (prev. Cal-165). A considerably fleet- 
ing date in all levels of preservation, particularly once it escapes 
the lower ranks of VF. Quite notable as only the second specimen 
we have handled, we would note that at present only a single piece 
certifies finer, stemming from the Rudman Collection (AU58).

Deep patination per- 
meates the obverse of this Mint State representative while the 
reverse remains relatively untoned; the outer devices and legends 
are sharp, while striking weakness 1s evident across the central 
motifs. Regardless, a piece of appreciable quality. 


Charles III gold Escudo 1765 Mo-MF AU53 NGC, Mexico 
City mint, KM117, Cal-1380 (prev. Cal-640). Rat Nose type. 
Accompanied by striking amber tone to the recesses of the 
legends. 


Charles HI gold 2 Escudos 1776 Mo-FM AU53 NGC, Mexico 
City mint, KM130.2, Cal-1599 (prev. Cal-479). A sought-after 
date from Charles III’s coinage, featuring a precisely struck 
crowned arms reverse against a gently worn obverse. The finest 
of six seen by either grading service and one sure to generate 
significant interest. 


Charles II gold 4 Escudos 1773 Mo-FM XF40 NGC, Mexico 
City mint, KM142.1, Cal-1809 (prev. Cal-329). Variety with 
mintmark and assayer’s initials inverted (upright) relative to the 
remainder of the legends. One of just three dates that this subtype 
was issued, and a remarkably challenging type-date on the whole, 
represented by fewer than a handful of examples appearing on 
auction over the last decade. We have handled only one previous- 
ly, the Rudman example which certified VF Details (Damaged). 
Though admitting clear wear, the integral details of the designs 
all remain clear, a ring of rosaceous tone coloring the margins.

The last example 
offered at Heritage was an AUSS5 from the Rudman Collection in 
2015. A coin, missing in Eliasberg, that should attract type and 
date collectors alike and thus induce competitive bidding. 


Charles III gold 8 Escudos 1760 Mo-MM AU Details (Obverse 
Scratched) NGC, Mexico City mint, KM153, Onza-740, Cal- 
1977 (prev. Cal-69). A scarce first bust emission struck upon a 
large harvest-gold planchet imbued with scattered marigold tones. 
The noted scratch is obvious but subtly detracts from the overall 
eye appeal. Regardless, a pleasing early issue of Charles II rarely 
seen coming to market.

City mint, KM156.1, Cal-1998 (prev. Cal-87). Precisely struck 
details decorate this sublime, canary-gold example; the fields are 
imbued with light frost marred only by minor wisps. A condi- 
tional rarity as the finest submitted to either grading service, and 
one deserving significant attention. 


Charles III gold 8 Escudos 1776 Mo-FM AU58 NGC, Mexico 
City mint, KM156.2, Onza-766, Cal-2004 (prev. Cal-93). A desir- 
able and captivating near-Mint State example, and a classic rarity 
for the series, especially so choice. The reverse is fully defined 
despite the light striking weakness to the obverse portrait, and on 
the whole the offering remains of appreciable quality regardless. 


Charles IV gold Escudo 1801 Mo-FT AU55 NGC, Mexico City 
mint, KM120, Cal-1133 (prev. Cal-513). A surprisingly scarce 
series date, and one which, when found, 1s often only in very poor 
states of preservation. At present, NGC has only certified a total 
of 5 examples.

City mint, KM132, Cal-1335 (prev. Cal-367). An even nicer speci- 
men than its assigned grade suggests, a pervasive glassy luster 
rolling smoothly over the fields as the coin is tipped from end-to- 
end.

City mint, KM159, Cal-1643 (prev. Cal-53). A typically flat but 
satiny bust of Charles IV and crowned arms devoid of wear 
surrounded by lustrous fields decorate this near-choice represen- 
tative; the sole finest certified by NGC or PCGS. Conditionally 
scarce and worthy of a strong bid.

Equally as impressive is 
its choice grade, hardly a common feature for these gold minors, 
with the next finest at NGC ranking a full 13 grade points lower 
at AUSO0.

An ever-popular Proof Crown, struck to commemorate the 1840 
treaty between the British and indigenous tribes of New Zealand. 
A handsome choice specimen possessing untoned, blast white 
appearances and deeply mirrored fields.

1080) AU55 NGC, cf. Schive-3.17 (under Harald Haarderaade), 
Skaare-Unl., ABH-2. 0.90gm. An intriguing and seldom-encoun- 
tered Norwegian type, clearly derivative from the contemporary 
pennies of the Anglo-Saxon rulers of England. Although ascribed 
directly to Olav Kyrre on the holder, most of the derivative “bust” 
issues of the period are difficult to attribute to the reign of Olav 
or his father Harald, who initiated the series. Pennies with Runic 
legends occasionally carry the name of Olav, though those on this 
piece are more or less illiterate and stylized versions of the origi- 
nal Latin/Old English (the obverse appears IOIO... and the reverse 
a series of O’s and crescents, cf. Skaare-18 for similar legends). 


Christian VII 1/2 Speciedaler 1776-HIAB MS61 NGC, 
Kongsberg mint, KM252, ABH-17. Conditionally scarce and 
commonly encountered in lesser conditions, this stunning Mint 
State specimen boasts an attractive array of tones, enveloped by 
iridescence and peach hues. The lone Mint State designated coin 
certified by either NGC or PCGS. 


Christian VII Speciedaler 1777-HIAB AU58 NGC, Kongsberg 
mint, KM253. Dav-1308, ABH-4. Awash in an all-encompassing 
lilac and champagne veil highlighted by illumination of the 
subdued yet flashy fields, a quality rarely found just shy of Mint 
State. A commendable selection. 


Carl XIV Johan 2 Skilling 1824 MS65 Brown NGC, KM295, 
ABH-50. Elusive in Mint State, let alone in gem, featuring 
uniform chocolate-brown surfaces; the reverse displays strong 
instances of original mint red to the silhouettes of the legends 
highlighted by the robust mint bloom. A conditionally scarce 
specimen and the finest certified by NGC by three whole points. 


Carl XIV Johan 1/2 Speciedaler 1821-IGP AUS8 NGC, 
Kongsberg mint, KM289, ABH-17. A steely representative on the 
cusp of Mint State preservation. The reverse face is essentially 
unimpacted by exchange and only the most trivial of friction can 
be seen to the sitter’s hair. Only two finer specimens populate 
NGC’s census, making for an uncommon chance to attain such an 
appreciable example. 


Carl XIV Johan 1/2 Speciedaler 1824-JMK AU58 NGC, 
Kongsberg mint, KM289, ABH-19B. A gunmetal, borderline 
uncirculated offering in both appeal and appearance, possess- 
ing lightly reflective, icy surfaces, the reverse design displaying 
slight striking weakness to the lion beneath an ornately detailed 
crown. Conditionally scarce and currently the finest submitted to 
NGC. 


Carl XIV Johan 1/2 Speciedaler 1829 XF45 NGC, Kongsberg 
mint, KM302, ABH-21, Sieg-14. A key date for the entire 1/2 
Speciedaler series rarely seen at auction, and especially so nice. 
Typically seen in VF conditions or less, the present example 
boasts a surprising amount of detail to the sitter’s portrait, the 
reverse having experienced fairly little instances of handling. 
Overall, a satisfying and sought-after representative with even 
pewter-gray appearances; the only certified by NGC and one that 
will surely attract quality-minded collectors.

An exceptionally scarce variety of the Speciedaler, and one that is 
precisely struck with ample champagne and steel-blue details. An 
older, light cleaning noted by the grading service does not detract 
from the overall appeal of this rare and attractive issue. 


Carl XV Adolf 1/2 Speciedaler 1862 AU53 NGC, KM322. A 
commendable representative of the only collectible date of the 
issue, Just shy of Mint State designations. Champagne undertones 
prominently display upon illumination giving way to scant traces 
of deep russets to the outer registers. A charming yet still elusive 
piece. 


Carl XV Adolf Speciedaler 1868 MS61 NGC, Kongsberg mint, 
KM325, Dav-245. Highly collectible and elusive in such com- 
mendable conditions, this pleasing specimen is exceptionally 
sharp, a quality commonly associated with the issue.

Oscar IT Krone 1900 MS63 NGC, Kongsberg mint, KM357, 
ABH-47. A choice offering where champagne hues pervade 
the lustrous, shimmering portrait of Oscar, most notably in the 
ripples in his hair. Prohibitively difficult to acquire approaching 
Gem Mint State. 


Oscar II 2 Kroner 1892 AU55 NGC, Kongsberg mint, KM359, 
ABH-22. An elusive offering this close to Mint State levels of 
preservation with only the lightest degree of handling traceable 
throughout. The bust is perfectly backlit against muted pewter 
fields, the reverse design razor-sharp and decorated in gentle 
peach and lavender undertones. 


Haakon VII gold 10 Kroner 1910 MS65 NGC, Kongsberg mint, 
KM375, ABH-2. A popular one-year type in Gem Mint State, 
imbued with as-struck details and nary a distracting mark.

Sultanate. Qabus bin Sa’id gold Proof 100 Ryals AH 1391 
(1971) PR64 Cameo NGC, KM-XS. Mintage: 4,000. Near-gem 
and fully deserving of its Cameo designation.

Philip V gold Cob 8 Escudos 1731 L-N AU Details (Tooled) 
PCGS, Lima mint, KM38.2, Cal-2145 (prev. Cal-46). 26.84gm. 
28mm. A highly collectible type and boasting a most attractive 
yellow-gold appearance. Precisely rendered designs adorn the 
lightly but notably tooled flan. 


Ferdinand VI 8 Reales 1758 LM-JM UNC Details (Cleaned) 
NGC, Lima mint, KM55.1, Cal-466 (prev. Cal-318). Nearly as- 
struck appearances decorate this argent specimen; subtle muted 
surfaces indicate an old cleaning that has appropriately retoned 
with light champagne hues. A very popular Lima issue in such 
commendable condition. 
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Ferdinand VI gold 2 Escudos 1760 LM-JM VF35 NGC, 
Lima mint, KM57, Cal-647 (prev. Cal-155). Posthumous issue 
in the name and type of Ferdinand VI struck by Charles III. 
Exceptionally rare and only the second the cataloger has been 
able to locate. The various references do not denote this as a 
particularly scarce issue despite the known number extant. A 
pleasing mid-grade, gently worn survivor of an already scarce 
2 Escudos type from the Lima mint, where only a handful have 
been certified from Ferdinand VI’s entire reign. 


Ferdinand VI gold 8 Escudos 1755 LM-JM AU Details 
(Obverse Cleaned) NGC, Lima mint, KM59.1, Onza-582, 
Cal-769 (prev. Cal-22). A specimen whose condition les at the 
very boundary of Mint State, the reverse shimmering with ample 
remnants of apricot-tinged mint bloom. Despite the hairlines 
accompanying the obverse, an appealing offering. 


Charles III 8 Reales 1762 LM-JM MS62 NGC, Lima 
mint, KM-A64.1, Cal-1021 (prev. Cal-837). Two dots variety. 
Charmingly near-choice with luminescence abounding, the 
crisply struck devices boast a shimmering originality not often 
encountered on these early Lima 8 Reales. Especially choice for 
the grade. 


Charles III 8 Reales 1766 LM-JM MS62+ NGC, Lima mint, 
KM-A64.3, Cal-1026 (prev. Cal-842). One dot variety. Bathed in 
an all-encompassing and glistening mint brilliance, this beauti- 
fully preserved specimen displays only scant instances of lightly 
marked fields, hindering this piece from achieving a full choice 
designation. 


Charles III 8 Reales 1769 LM-JM MS63+ NGC, Lima mint, 
KM-A64.2, Cal-1029 (prev. Cal-845). One dot variety. The more 
common of the dot varieties exhibiting only a single dot over the 
mintmark, but a Choice Mint State representative nonetheless and 
assigned the fabled plus designation. An issue typically found 
with planchet and surface imperfections that are generally absent 
from the current specimen. 


Charles IV 8 Reales 1805 LM-JP MS64 NGC, Lima mint, 
KM97, Cal-925 (prev. Cal-662). Imbued with an appearance as 
if this near-gem representative was just struck, displaying promi- 
nent radiating mint bloom as it shimmers across frosty surfaces. 
Mildly toned outer registers obscure minor evidence of die rust, 
while a light haze to the central crowned arms of the reverse 
conceals striking weakness— the only two major detractors wit- 
nessed on this piece.

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Ferdinand VII gold 8 Escudos 1824 Co-G AU55 NGC, Cuzco 
mint, KM129.2, Cal-1745 (prev. Cal-4). A single-year type from 
the Cuzco mint and one that is seldom seen in such fine levels 
of preservation, with most witnessed in XF or lesser conditions. 
Highly lustrous and richly patinated, dressed in marigold and 
mulberry tones, the piece displays fairly trivial instances of 
handling, most notable to Ferdinand’s laurel crown, and minor 
quality control issues with the flan, all typical of these elusive 
and large emissions.

lions. A generally rare type in all states of preservation, frequent- 
ly found with at least mild evidence of bending to its thin flan. 
Nevertheless this example remains soundly struck and centered, 
with minimal weakness detectable to the devices, and overall 
plentiful eye appeal. 


Revolutionary 5 Zlotych 1831-KG MS62 NGC, KM-C124.

NGC notes having certified only a 
small handful of these, and the cataloger notes very few having 
been brought to auction. 


Maria IT gold 6400 Reis (Peca) 1834 MS61 NGC, Lisbon mint, 
KM405, Fr-141. A challenging single-year type struck upon a sun- 
yellow gold planchet, the bust precisely rendered and imbued with 
only minor instances of cabinet friction noted to Maria’s curls. 
The legends display prominent traces of original mint luster while 
the lightly hairlined fields define the grade.

Generous harvest-gold appearances pervade this Gem Mint State 
representative, a designation rarely bestowed upon this issue.

A quite rare counter- 
stamp, with the lis-marked issues of Puerto Rico more often 
found on fractional US hosts. An intriguing specimen sure to 
entice counterstamp collectors.

(cf. Dav-4828). Especially clearly countermark with an incredible 
degree of detail present in the scene of the Czar on horseback. 
The host itself further remains free of graffiti or evidence of 
cleaning, making for an all around standout piece.

A 
coin which quite simply possesses a degree of eye appeal that far 
excels its assigned designation and very nearly appears choice, a 
bright glassy shimmer illuminating mottled metallic tones and 
meeting softly frosted devices. 


32794 Nicholas I 3 Roubles 1842-CIIb AU58 NGC, St. Petersburg 
mint, KM-C177, Bit-88 (R), Sev-637, Uzd-0403. One of the 
finer representatives of this slightly scarcer later date platinum 
3 Roubles we have handled, with the majority of surviving exam- 
ples coming heavily worn. Despite admitting friction on the very 
highest points of the design, the coin on the whole is admirably 
preserved, even containing a glassy, Prooflike finish over the 
fields; indeed, B. Max Mehl called this coin a Proof in his 1948 
catalog of the Farouk Collection.

Striking and highly contested, its Prooflike moniker 
confirmed by its glaring mirrored reflectivity, this one-year com- 
memorative is among the most targeted issues of Alexander’s 
reign. Evincing a perceivable sharpness to the features not often 
seen for coins in lower Mint State grades, and by all measures 
exceptional. 
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Alexander II gold 5 Roubles 1863 CIIB-MH MS62 NGC, St. 
Petersburg mint, KM-YB26, Bit-9. Heavily satin and markedly 
“problem-free” for a type more often found evincing past use 
in jewelry. Genuinely few examples have been certified at the 
choice level or finer, making this a fine addition to any collection. 


Alexander III “Coronation” Rouble 1883 MS62+ PCGS, St. 
Petersburg mint, KM-Y43, Bit-217. A most splendid near-choice 
representative of the popular “Coronation” Rouble, draped in a 
myriad of attractive hues. Most prominent autumnal and lilac 
tones radiate outwards to iridescent-tinged, razor-sharp legends; 
the reverse is bathed in an allover mottled peach patination 
lending to the significant eye appeal of this coin. 


Alexander III gold 5 Roubles 1894-AT AU58 PCGS, St. 
Petersburg mint, KM-Y42, Fr-168, Bit-40. The terminal year of 
Alexander’s reign and a considerably lower mintage date follow- 
ing the 4 high mintage years of 1887 to 1890, making it one of the 
keys to the series. Friction is on the whole rather mild, while the 
margins are charmingly satiny. 


Alexander III gold 10 Roubles 1894-AI’ MS61 NGC, St. 
Petersburg mint, KM-YA42, Fr-167, Bit-23. The final year for the 
type and one which always comes highly demanded, particular 
when found so fully uncirculated. Some minor contact 1s noted for 
the sake of completeness, but does little to impede on the coin’s 
visual allure. 


Nicholas II “Alexander If! Monument” Rouble 1898-AT MS60 
Prooflike NGC, St. Petersburg mint, KM-Y61, Bit-323 (R). Struck 
to commemorate the unveiling of the monument to Alexander II 
in Moscow. A noticeably Prooflike presentation of this iconic 
commemorative, with both sides possessing full reflectivity even 
from a distance. Just the mildest tinges of lilac tone emerge from 
the peripheries, adding a singular character to the piece. 


Nicholas II copper Pattern “Alexander If Monument” Rouble 
1898-A AU Details (Cleaned) NGC, St. Petersburg mint, 
KM-Pn159, Sev-4057 (Very Rare), Bit-M326 (RI; designated as 
a medal), Diakov-1261.2 (R1; same). Only the fourth example 
of this difficult off-metal issue we have offered, and one which 
only becomes available with great irregularity on the auction 
market. It is somewhat unclear whether or not the present issue 
was intended as an off-metal Pattern rouble, or more simply as 
a medallic issue. Severin refers to the type as a trial striking, 
though both Bitkin and Diakov term it a medal. Though the 
type closely mirrors the rouble in silver, it admittedly lacks the 
denomination. Moreover, the fact that the same design also exists 
in a very large module (c. 78mm, Diakov-1261.1) certainly points 
to this size being more medallic. 


Nicholas II “War of 1812” Rouble 1912-9b MS62 NGC, St. 
Petersburg mint, KM-Y68, Bit-334. A flashy and brilliant near- 
choice offering of this sought-after Rouble commemorating the 
centennial of Napoleon’s defeat in his Russian campaign. The 
ornately decorated obverse is struck with such clarity that even 
the most minute details become apparent, a feature standard to 
most Russian emissions of the last two centuries. 


Nicholas II gold 5 Roubles 1909-3Bb MS67 NGC, St. Petersburg 
mint, KM-Y62, Bit-34 (R). Ranking at the peak of the certified 
population for this usually quite plentiful issue, the obverse sur- 
faces thickly lined with die polish and both sides resounding with 
full mint brilliance. 


Nicholas II gold “Narrow Rim” 15 Roubles 1897-AT MS64 
NGC, St. Petersburg mint, KM-Y65.2, Bit-2. Narrow rim variety 
with last three letters of the obverse legend below the truncation. 
The single nicest representative of this one-year type we have 
presented, and a representative outranked by only 3 coins a point 
finer at NGC out of 1,333 seen to date. 


Nicholas II gold “Narrow Rim” 15 Roubles 1897-AT MS62 
NGC, St. Petersburg mint, KM-Y65.2, Bit-2. Narrow rim variety 
with last three letters of the obverse legend below the trunca- 
tion. Quite lustrous, and a bit softly struck to the higher points of 
Nicholas’ features. 
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Russian Federation gold Proof “Amur Tiger” 100 Roubles 
1996-(L) PR70 Ultra Cameo NGC, Leningrad mint, KM-Y539. 
Mintage: 1,000. One of only nine specimens at NGC to have been 
recognized for its technical perfection. AGW 0.4995 oz. 


Russian Federation silver Proof “St. Petersburg Mint 
Anniversary” 200 Roubles (3 Kilos) 1999 PR65 Ultra Cameo 
NGC, KM-Y656. #130. Struck from a mintage of just 150 pieces 
to commemorate the 275th anniversary of the opening of the 
St. Petersburg mint. A massive issue depicting Peter I and coins 
struck throughout the mint’s history. Accompanied by an NGC 
photo-certificate. 


SAUDI ARABIA 


Hejaz. al-Husayn b. Ali gold Dinar Hashimi AH 1334 Year 8 
(1922/1923) MS63 NGC, Mecca mint, KM31, Fr-1. Displaying 
slightly subdued luster from a soft and balanced surface tone that 
uniformly graces the features. Clearly handled with care, and 
fully choice in every respect. 


Muscat and Saudi Arabia gold Fantasy Counterstamped 
8 Escudos ND (20th Century) VF (Polished), KM-X Unl. 
Displays fantasy Saudi Arabia and Muscat countermarks struck 
on a Charles III 8 Escudos 1787 Mo-FM, Mexico City mint (cf. 
KM156.2a). An intriguing and visually striking issue, particularly 
considering the peculiar host, a large gold type, found the two 
countermarks—one a round stamp with palm tree and legend 
Jazirat al-‘Arab (Arabian Peninsula) and the other “Muscat” 
written out in Arabic. The Muscat stamp is know most often on 
Maria Theresa talers and 5 Francs of Napoleon III, though this is 
the first such example of a gold host that we have seen. 


SCOTLAND 


James VI Counterstamped “Thistle” Ryal ND (1578) VF30 
PCGS, cf. S-5425 (for host, discussed on pg. 76). Countermarked 
with crowned thistle revaluation. An appealing representative 
of this stamp, clearly struck upon a Ryal of Mary and Henry 
Darnley. The host, dated 1565, is nicely struck and without prob- 
lems, exhibiting only honest circulation wear. 


SIERRA LEONE 


British Colony. Sierra Leone Company Proof 10 Cents 1791 
PR63+ PCGS, KM3, FT-5A. From a miniscule mintage of just 
109 pieces. A highly attractive choice example imbued with 
glassy reflectivity and veiled in vibrant autumnal tones and 
gentle iridescence, certainly one of superior aesthetic caliber. 


British Colony. Sierra Leone Company bronzed-copper Proof 
20 Cents 1791 PR66 PCGS, KM4a, FT-4b. Glossy bronzed 
surfaces envelop this highly reflective gem Proof representative, 
one rarely encountered in such pristine conditions. Skillfully 
engraved and struck low-relief, lending to the unusual shallow 
appearances of this offering. PCGS notes having certified a total 
of six bronzed-copper pieces, the current example bested only by 
a single finer. 


British Colony. Sierra Leone Company silver Proof 50 
Cents (1/2 Dollar) 1791 PR58 NGC, KM5, FT-3A. Very rare 
as a Proof with a scant mintage of just 84 specimens. A for- 
midable example with such fine, detailed engraving imbued 
to the crisp lettering and rendering of the embraced hands, 
the lilac and cornflower overtones peppered with cham- 
pagne undertones. Only the most minor of instances of 
circulation wear are evident to the lion’s mane and fingers define 
the grade of this otherwise fantastic representative.

Trade Abolition” Medal 1807-Dated (1830-1850) SP64+ 
Brown PCGS, FT-1, Eimer-984b. Struck to celebrate the aboli- 
tion of the slave trade. Obv. WE ARE ALL BRETHEN, two men 
standing facing each other, their hands clasped; beyond, five 
people dancing around a tree. Rev. Arabic inscription of “Sale 
of slaves prohibited in 1807, Christian era, in the reign of George 
the Third; verily, we are all brothers.” A magnificently detailed 
medal and a formidable offering within the series. 


SOUTH AFRICA 


Republic gold “Single Shaft” Pond 1892 AU53 PCGS, Pretoria 
mint, KM10.2, Hern-Z45. A lovely example of the far rarer of the 
two 1892 Pond varieties. So named the “Single Shaft” variety 
because of the single shaft on the continental wagon on the lower 
half of the coat-of-arms on the reverse. Also differentiated from 
the more common Double Shaft variety because it lacks the 
engraver’s initials on the obverse. Displaying light, even rub, with 
no singularly distracting marks.

Alluringly choice, with warm aurous luster embracing the central 
designs and gently rolling over the fields upon rotation.

A popular issue, especially given choice designations and finer. 
Imbued with full mint bloom and prominent, original surfaces; a 
flashy specimen sure to draw significant attention.

6.98gm. +: FERnAnDVS: €T (group of 4 
pellets) HELISABT: DEI:, crowned facing busts of Ferdinand 
and Isabella, S (three pellets around) below, pellet between, cross 
above /:SVB: VnBRA: ALARVm: TVA, crowned royal shield 
over nimbate eagle. An intriguing subvariety within this exten- 
sive and popular series, seemingly unpublished by either Cayon 
or Tauler Fesser’s E/ Oro de los Reyes Catolicos, with a cross 
potent both at the beginning of the legend and above the busts, as 
well as very broad truncations; though the most recent edition of 
Calico lists a cross potent above the busts under Type 175, the pic- 
tured coin has a pomegranate initial mark. This is the first such 
specimen we have encountered, and is of supreme interest to the 
serious Double Excelente collector.

Ferdinand & Isabella (1474-1504) gold 2 Excelentes ND (from 
1497)-S MS61 NGC, Seville mint, Fr-129, Cay-2927, Cal-745. A 
stunning representative with hearty harvest-gold patina boast- 
ing a surprising level of preservation. A perennially sought-after 
issue featuring the busts of the iconic Ferdinand & Isabella amidst 
amply luminous surfaces; a slight bend in the flan is evident and 
noted for the sake of accuracy. 


Ferdinand & Isabella (1476-1504) gold 2 Excelentes ND (from 
1497)-S AU55 NGC, Seville mint, Fr-129, Cay-2933. 7.01gm. 
Boldly struck with handsome toning surrounding the designs, 
excellent metal and good luster. 


Charles & Johanna (1504-1555) gold Cob Escudo ND (from 
1535) S-D MS62 PCGS, Seville mint, Cal-199 (prev. Cal-55), 
Cay-3148. 3.32gm. Very handsome and boldly rendered, with 
die polish lining both faces of the coin. Very near to choice, the 
undersized nature of the flan doing surprisingly little to detract 
from the overall visual appeal. 


Philip If Cob 8 Reales 1590 (Aqueduct)-IO XF45 NGC Segovia 
mint, Cal-680. 26.98gm. An attractive and scarce dated Cob from 
Philip IJ, one more commonly seen milled which hardly makes its 
way to auction. The NGC population notes this specimen as the 
only certified by their service, with five milled examples seen. A 
charming late example of Cob coinage before the Segovia mint’s 
change to state-of-the-art milling. 


Charles II gold 8 Escudos 1699 S-M XF Details (Mount 
Removed) NGC, Seville mint, KM233.2, Cal-1061 (prev. Cal- 
81). GRAC in obverse legend. A scarcer 8 Escudos issue, struck 
near the turn of the century and prized by collectors for its elusive 
status. Glints of golden luster are preserved throughout the fields, 
while fine accents of charcoal grip the devices, accentuating the 
individual features against their surrounding details. 


Philip V 8 Reales 1729 M-JJ MS64 NGC, Madrid mint, 
KM336.2, Cal-1350 (prev. Cal-694). Curved 9 variety. Near-Gem 
Mint State and adorned with appreciable aesthetic appeal, the 
reverse especially luminous with champagne and russet-silhou- 
etted legends. NGC has certified a total of nine of these popular 
8 Reales, the current example being tied for the finest with one 
other. 


Philip V 8 Reales 1729 S-P MS63 NGC, Seville mint, KM336.3, 
Cal-1619 (prev. Cal-939). A premium 8 Reales, the atypical 
surfaces featuring prominent originality imbued with allover 
autumnal and lilac tones, the recesses breached with an argent 
reflectivity reserved for Choice Mint State representatives. 


Philip V gold 4 Escudos 1704/3 S-P AU55 NGC, Seville mint, 
KM257, Fr-247, Cal-2073. A charming and popular type, this 
4 Escudos is just shy of a Mint State designation and possesses 
marigold-toned peripheries. Only the slightest hint of circulation 
is seen across the faces but of appreciable quality nonetheless. 


Philip V gold 8 Escudos 1732 S-PA XF Details (Removed 
From Jewelry) NGC, Seville mint, KM346.2, Cal-2307 (prev. 
Cal-198). A highly desirable selection for a series that rarely fea- 
tures a portrait of Philip, and a date that seldom comes to market. 
Choice harvest-gold appearances accompanied by imperfections 
commonly associate with coins previously mounted in jewelry 
are nary an aeshetic detractor and will inspire fevered bidding 
from collectors of early bust-type 8 Escudos. 
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Charles III 8 Reales 1772 S-CF AU53 NGC, Seville mint, 
KM414.2, Cal-1229 (prev. Cal-1033). Highly challenging to find 
so well preserved, as clearly evidenced by NGC’s census, which 
shows only a single other AU example certified out of three seen 
in total by that service to date. All features remain clearly defined 
against the surrounding fields, which retain ample argent bril- 
liance, decorated in only the softest hint of light tone. 


Charles III gold 2 Escudos 1788/78 M-M MS62 NGC, Madrid 
mint, KM417.la, Fr-286. Produced to an exacting standard, the 
rims neat, even, and containing wells of watery golden luster 
across the fields. A clear “7” underlies the first “8” 1n the date, 
establishing this offering as a clear candidate for the variety- 
seeking collecting. 


Charles III gold 4 Escudos 1786 M-DV MS62 NGC, Madrid 
mint, KM418.la, Fr-284. Exceedingly lustrous and sharp, with 
mild reflectivity in the fields and light frosting over the devices 
resulting in a nearly Prooflike appearance. 


Charles IV gold 4 Escudos 1791 M-MF MS61 NGC, Madrid 
mint, KM436.1, Fr-294. Marked by a sweeping watery brilliance 
that carries across the fields with effortless grace, embellishing 
clearly contoured designs produced by a clean strike. The first 
Mint State representative that we have encountered of this issue. 


Isabel II gold 80 Reales 1836 B-PS MS64 PCGS, Barcelona 
mint, KM577.1, Cal-699 (prev. Cal-50). Incredibly scarce at this 
tier of preservation, this sharply struck example preserves its full, 
crisp detail, embedded upon surfaces that contain an astound- 
ing degree of reflectivity. This treasured, rarer date is notably 
the last containing DIOS (God) as the final word of the obverse 
legend, as the subsequent year saw its replacement with the word 
CONSTITUCION (constitution) in recognition of the limitations 
on royal power introduced by the Spanish Constitution of 1837. 
The present specimen is the only example of its issue currently 
certified by PCGS. 


Isabel II gold 80 Reales 1844 B-PS MS65+ NGC, Barcelona 
mint, KM-A579, Fr-324. De Vellon coinage. Large Bust. Satiny 
throughout the fields, Isabel’s portrait and the reverse shield motif 
alike produced to razor sharpness. Only minimal disturbances 
are detectable across the surfaces, leaving this nearly pristine 
jewel in a tied position for the finest certified by NGC to date. 


Isabel II gold 80 Reales 1845 B-PS MS64 NGC, Barcelona mint, 
cf. KM-A579 (date unlisted), Fr-324. De Vellon coinage. Flashy 
across the fields, with a light coating of mint frost decorating the 
raised designs. Tied for the finest certified by NGC to date. 


Alfonso XIII gold “Marriage” Medal 1906-Dated MS63 NGC, 
24mm. 10.92gm. By Ancieto Marinas Garcia. A choice Matte- 
like medal commemorating the marriage of Alfonso XIII and 
Princess Victoria Eugenie of Battenberg, a notable event in its 
own right for the assassination attempt on the couple, who were 
spared, while 23 others succumbed to their injuries. 


SWEDEN 


Gustav I Mark 1560 MS62 NGC, Stockholm mint, AAH-121. 
11.90gm. Sharply struck and well-preserved for the issue, the 
fields bearing deep graphite coloration and exhibiting mildly 
glossy characteristics. A handsome 16th-century emission of 
Gustav Vasa’s reign. 


Christina Riksdaler 1643-AG AU55 NGC, Sala or Stockholm 
mint, KM187, Dav-4525. A less-circulated example of this con- 
tested Riksdaler issue, tinged in deep golden amber and iridescent 
blue tone at the outer registers, these framing surfaces that pre- 
serve glints of original mint luster. 


Christina Riksdaler 1645-AG AU53 NGC, Sala or Stockholm 
mint, KM187, Dav-2525. Closer to Mint State than the eye might 
first suggest, with a light strike over Christina’s visage contrast- 
ing with sharp detail in her garments, in the legends, and across 
the reverse motifs, all of which are surrounded in gleaming resid- 
ual luster. 
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*Death of Karl X Gustav” silver Medallic 2/3 Riksdaler 1660- 
Dated XF45 NGC, Hildebrand-pg. 359, 47. 41.5mm. 17.10gm. A 
fetching medallic issue struck on the death of Karl X Gustav and 
his burial in the Riddarholmen Church on November 4th, 1660. 
A steel patina graces the surfaces, which preserve an appealing 
degree of underlying luster for the grade assigned. 


Oscar II 2 Kronor 1876-EB MS64 NGC, KM/742. Narrow 
Date. Patinated in soft silvery tone, with full cartwheel brilliance 
expressed underneath. A type rarely seen meaningfully finer, and 
exceeded by only a single MS66 in NGC’s census. 


SWITZERLAND 


AARGAU 


Aargau. Canton 10 Batzen 1818 MS65 NGC, KM14, HMZ- 
2-21d. Laden with soft, salt-white patina over surfaces that are, 
simply put, stunningly radiant. A true gem example of the type. 


Aargau. Canton 4 Franken 1812 MS62 NGC, KM20, Dav-36l, 
HMZ-2-19a. A lovely specimen bearing light reflectivity across 
its flashy fields, with deeper touches of cabinet tone embracing 
the raised designs.

Aargau. Canton 4 Franken 1812 MS61 NGC, KM20, Dav-36l, 
HMZ-2-19a. Dressed in a rich silver patina underneath which 
glimmering argent brilliance shines forth amidst minute breaks 
in the tone, a striking blue iridescence adding further flair to the 
fields.

Appenzell. Canton 4 Franken 1816 MS63 NGC, Bern mint, 
KM12, Dav-368, HMZ-2-28b. Mintage: 1,850. Finely patinated in 
silver amidst touches of iridescence in the fields. The devices are 
rendered to exceptional clarity, with only a single spot of softness 
noted over the face of the standing soldier. Underlying reflectivity 
is expressed throughout. 


BASEL 


Basel. Canton Taler 1756-H MS62 NGC, KM157, Dav-1751. 
Blanketed in serene steel tone with glistening mint luster under- 
neath confirming full Mint State preservation. Surprisingly light 
on handling for the grade, and a coin that would easily find itself 
fitting inside a higher-grade holder. 


BERN 


Bern. City Taler 1798 MS65 NGC, KM165, Dav-1760A. A 
gleaming representative displaying gem-quality luster and light 
surface tone. Only the most minute wisps of handling establish 
the assigned grade. Though misattributed on the holder insert as 
Dav-1760B (thin knight, large date), this is actually Dav-1760A 
(heavy knight, small date).

Freiburg. Canton 4 Franken 1813 MS63 NGC, K M79, Dav-363, 
HMZ-2-283. An immensely flashy, silver-patinated example that 
showcases a striking degree of underlying mirror reflectivity. 


GENEVA 


Geneva. Canton 12 Florins 9 Sols (Taler) L’An IV (1795)-TB 
MS65 PCGS, KM111, Dav-1769, Divo-1032, HMZ-2-339h. An 
enticing gem laden with delicate patina and carrying colorful 
rainbow highlights in the legends. The reverse, equally well-kept 
though different in its appeal, exhibits interwoven silty and mid- 
night blue coloration. Among the finest certified examples of this 
type that one might find, and exceeded by only a single selection 
certified by NGC. 


Geneva. Canton Specimen 5 Francs 1848 SP64 PCGS, K M137, 
Dav-375. Razor sharp and graced with icy frost over the devices, 
while bright mirror reflectivity emanates from the open expanses. 
Accents of soft honeyed tone decorate the obverse and reverse 
features alike. Conditionally scarce at the near-gem level in this 
Specimen format. 


GLARUS 


Glarus. Canton 40 Batzen 1847 MS62 NGC, Munich mint, 
KM20, Hab-3, HMZ-2-1341. Mintage: 3,200. A scintillating rep- 
resentative of the type fielding pulsating argent luster decorated 
in an airy silver patina.

All sales are strictly for cash in United States dollars (including U.S. currency, bank wire, cashier checks, 
travelers checks, eChecks, and bank money orders, and are subject to all reporting requirements). All 
deliveries are subject to good funds; funds being received in Auctioneer’s account before delivery of the 
merchandise; and all payments are subject to a clearing period. Auctioneer reserves the right to determine if 
a check constitutes “good funds”: checks drawn on a U.S. bank are subject to a ten business day hold, thirty 
days when drawn on an international bank.

42. In consideration of participation in Auction and the placing of a bid, Bidder expressly releases Auctioneer, its 
officers, directors and employees, its affiliates, and its outside experts that provide second opines, from any 
and all claims, cause of action, chose of action, whether at law or equity or any arbitration or mediation rights 
existing under the rules of any professional society or affiliation based upon the assigned description, or a 
derivative theory, breach of warranty express or implied, representation or other matter set forth within these 
Terms and Conditions of Auction or otherwise.
